My  grandfather  was  one  of  the  most  interesting  people 
you  would  ever  cross  paths  with.  As  a young  man  he  became 
interested  in  firearms  and  by  age  twelve  had  memorized  the 
Winchester  Cartridge  Co.'s  ballistic  tables.  As  his  expertise 
grew  he  became  recognized  as  an  authority  in  firearms  col- 
lecting and  was  perhaps  the  most  dedicated  student  of  the 
subject  in  his  generation.  For  a period  of  time  was  the  cura- 
tor of  arms  and  armor  for  the  Ohio  State  Museum.  He  was 
a founding  member  of  the  Ohio  Gun  Collectors  Association 
and  the  Ohio  Muzzleloaders  Association.  He  acted  as  edi- 
tor of  the  'Muzzleblast'  periodical  during  the  initial  years  of 
publication. 

In  addition  to  his  passion  for  firearms,  he  was  also  a ho- 
rologist,  a numismatist,  and  a historian  whose  knowledge  of 
World  History  and  many  other  subjects  fascinated  those  of 


us  who  sat  at  his  feet,  figuratively,  to  listen  as  he  expounded. 
Pocket  watches,  coins,  and  commemorative  medals  all 
received  the  same  enthusiasm  and  attention  to  detail  that 
characterized  the  careful  assembly  of  his  collection  of  arms 
and  armor. 

He  loved  diversity  and  thus  you  will  find  in  this  collection 
of  medal  art,  items  from  around  the  world.  These  medals  were 
acquired  during  the  mid  1950s  and  have  been  in  my  care  since 
1968.  It  is  always  a delight  to  peruse  Grandpa  Walt's  notes 
about  these  medals;  as  he  was  not  shy  about  expressing  his 
considered  opinion  about  the  veracity  of  the  historical  events 
and  the  "kerrikters"  depicted  therein.  It  is  my  hope  that  the 
future  owners  of  these  medals  are  able  to  enjoy  them  as  fully 
as  did  my  grandfather,  Walter  Heightshoe.

The  Eliasberg  Collection 

With  pleasure  we  are  offering  in  this  sale  material  from  the 
estate  of  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Jr.,  one  of  two  sons  of  Louis  E.  Elias- 
berg. It  seems  like  only  yesterday,  but  it  was  in  1982  that  I had 
the  pleasure  of  working  with  him  in  the  presentation 
of  the  United  States  Gold  Coin  Collection — the  in 
comparable  cabinet  containing  the  unique  1870-S 
$3,  the  only  1822  $5  in  private  hands  (the  other 
two  are  in  the  Smithsonian),  and  other  trea- 
sures. Then  in  1996  and  1997, 1 worked  with 
Richard  A.  Eliasberg  in  the  presentation  of 
the  copper,  nickel,  and  silver  coins  from  the 
estate  of  his  father,  and,  just  a few  years  ago, 
with  Christine  Karstedt  and  many  of  our 
present  staff,  with  Richard  again  in  show- 
casing the  world  gold  coins.  By  that  time 
the  total  had  crossed  the  $57  million  mark! 

Today,  not  even  counting  the  present  sale,  the 
collection  of  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr.,  stands  far 
in  the  lead  as  the  most  valuable  coin  collection 
ever  sold.  And,  it  has  been  great  to  be  a part  of  it, 
and  to  have  known  the  Eliasberg  family. 

I first  talked  with  Louis,  Sr.,  in  the  1950s,  and  met  him  in 
person  in  the  1960s.  More  than  any  other  numismatist  I have 
ever  conversed  with  at  length,  he  had  a consummate  knowl- 
edge of  finance  and  economics.  Indeed,  that  was  his  profession. 
He  could  declaim  at  length  on  monetary  conditions  during  the 
Hard  Times  era  of  the  1830s,  or  his  first-hand  experience  with 
the  Great  Depression  in  the  1930s,  when,  in  his  view,  Roos- 
evelt destroyed  the  integrity  of  the  American  dollar.  The  last 
prompted  him  to  increase  his  interest  in  the  tangible  value  of 
rare  coins,  including  gold — which  he  did  with  unprecedented 
success.  We  kept  in  touch  over  a long  period  of  time,  always  an 
enjoyable  experience  whenever  he  called  or  wrote. 

In  1975  he  invited  me  to  spend  a week  with  him  in  Bal- 
timore, to  review  his  collection,  comment  on  values,  and  to 
answer  certain  questions  he  had  about  the  current  market. 
This  was  a truly  memorable  experience,  one  I 
shall  never  forget.  Some  years  later,  in  1999,  I 
wrote  a history  of  the  1804  silver  dollar  and  its 
past  owners.  Included  was  a biographical  sketch 
of  Mr.  Eliasberg,  which  I give  herewith,  with  some 
added  comments: 

Louis  E.  Eliasberg  (1896-1976) 

Born  in  Selma,  Alabama  on  February  12, 1896, 

Louis  Eliasberg  moved  to  Baltimore  about  1907, 
where  he  eventually  became  involved  in  banking. 


By  the  1920s  he  was  conversant  with  the  intricacies  of  finance 
and  was  on  his  way  to  success.  He  began  collecting  coins  about 
1925,  pursued  the  hobby  casually  during  the  growth  years  of 
his  business,  later  known  as  the  Finance  Company  of  America, 
and  then  in  the  early  1930s  seriously  endeavored  to  as- 
semble a great  cabinet.  In  the  present  (2010)  sale  is 
the  notebook  he  kept  of  his  collection  as  it  grew. 
Louis  Eliasberg  married  Hortense  Miller 
Kahn,  a Baltimorean,  on  June  1, 1927.  Louis 
and  Hortense  had  two  children.  Louis, 
Jr.,  was  born  in  April  1929,  and  Richard 
A.  was  born  on  December  11,  1931.  The 
pleasures  of  his  life  were  his  family,  his 
personal  relationships,  and  the  simple 
things,  such  as  golf,  bridge,  baseball  and 
fishing.  He  was  unimpressed  with  travel, 
lavish  dinners,  or  pretense  of  any  kind. 
Coin  collecting  excited  him  and  awakened 
his  interest  in  history,  events,  and  the  people 
commemorated  on  coins  and  medals.  Coins 
became  an  historic  education  to  him,  and  over 
a period  of  time  he  became  an  expert  on  American 
monetary  history. 

In  1942  through  the  offices  of  Stack's  he  purchased  for 
$100,000  the  estate  collection  of  John  H.  Clapp,  including  vast 
sections  acquired  by  his  father,  J.M.  Clapp,  from  the  1880s 
through  the  time  of  J.M.'s  death  in  1906,  among  which  were 
purchases  from  leading  dealers  and  sales  of  the  day. 

In  the  1940s,  as  time  went  on,  Louis  Eliasberg  upgraded 
pieces,  added  rarities,  and  toward  the  end  of  the  decade 
determined  to  attempt  what  no  one  had  ever  done  before:  to 
acquire  an  absolutely  complete  collection  of  every  date  and 
mintmark  in  the  federal 
series  from  1793  onward. 

One  by  one  the  great 
rarities  were  acquired,  in- 
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eluding  significant  purchases  from  B.  Max  Mehl,  especially 
from  his  sale  of  the  William  C.  Atwater  Collection  (1946), 
purchase  of  the  finest  known  1913  Liberty  Head  nickel  from 
Eric  P.  Newman  through  the  agency  of  the  Numismatic  Gal- 
lery (Abe  Kosoff  and  Abner  Kreisberg),  the  unique  1870-S 

$3,  a 1933  double  eagle, 
and  a dazzling  parade  of 
others.  On  November  7, 
1950  the  goal  was  attained 
with  the  purchase  of  the 
only  known  specimen  of 
the  1873-CC  Liberty  Seated 
dime  without-arrowheads 
at  the  date.  More  often 
than  not,  when  a rarity  was 
acquired  it  wasn't  just  any 
example  of  the  issue — if 
the  Baltimore  collector  had 
a choice.  Instead,  virtually 
always  a rarity  was  among 
the  finest  of  its  kind  and  in  a number  of  well  documented 
instances — the  fabulous  1913  Liberty  Head  nickel  and  the 
1885  trade  dollar  are  examples — specimens  were  the  very 
finest  of  just  a few  in  existence. 

After  the  collection  was  completed,  it  was  widely  exhibited 
including  by  invitation  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  where 
in  only  four  months  it  attracted  1.5  million  visitors  eager  to 
view  specimens  of  rarity  and  quality;  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  in  1976  to  help  America  celebrate  the  Bicentennial,  and 
elsewhere.  Many  were  the  accolades,  tributes,  awards,  and 
honors  bestowed  upon  Mr.  Eliasberg.  National  magazines 
such  as  Life  and  Look  printed  full-color  features  on  the  display, 
and  accounts  were  carried  in  many  other  publications  as  well. 

An  avid  correspondent  and  enthusiastic  conversationalist, 
he  was  eager  to  "talk  coins"  with  anyone  interested  in  nu- 
mismatics. His  collection,  housed  in  a special  section 
of  a bank  vault,  was  made  available  to  scholars 
doing  research,  although  no  inventory  of  it  was 
released  at  the  time. 

A few  months  after  my  summer 
visit  with  him  in  Baltimore,  on  No- 
vember 9, 1975,  he  gave  a talk  at 
the  ancestral  home  of  the  Garrett 


family,  then  under  the  care  of  The  Johns  Hopkins  University. 
His  subject  was  titled  "Why,  When,  and  How  I Assembled  the 
Most  Complete  Collection  of  United  States  Coins." 

On  Eebruary  20, 1976,  he  died  in  Baltimore.  He  was  survived 
by  his  second  wife  Lucille,  his  sons  Louis,  Jr.,  and  Richard,  four 
granddaughters,  and  one  grandson.  The  collection  passed  in 
its  entirety  to  his  two  sons,  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Jr.,  who  chose 
the  United  States  gold  coins  and  certain  other  items  (includ- 
ing coins  in  the  present  sale),  and  Richard  A.  Eliasberg,  who 
selected  the  United  States  copper,  nickel,  and  silver  coins,  and 
gold  coins  of  the  world.  Both  sons  treated  the  collection  with 
great  care  during  their  ownership  of  it. 

In  1982  the  first  coins  from  the  estate  were  sold,  as  men- 
tioned above.  Other  memorable  events  continued,  until  now 
in  2010,  when  the  curtain  comes  down  for  the  last  time. 
If  you  would  like  to  learn  more  about  this  unique 
gentleman  and  numismatist,  you  may  want  to  se- 
cure a copy  of  my  1996  book,  Louis  E. 
Eliasberg,  Sr.:  King  of  Coins,  detail- 
ing his  life  and  collection,  which 
will  provide  several  evenings  of 
enjoyable  reading.

COLONIAL  AND  EARLY  AMERICAN  COINS 


’201  1760-Mo  MM  Mexico  eight  reales.  EF-45  (PCGS).  A well  struck 

and  relatively  high  collector  grade  Pillar  Dollar,  which  for  decades 
has  been  the  first  coin  listed  in  the  Red  Book.  This  attractive  piece 
has  pleasing  dove  gray  toning  with  hints  of  gold.  Spanish  colonial 
era  coins,  Mexican  in  particular,  circulated  heavily  in  the  British 
colonies  as  specie  did  not  come  from  the  mother  country  to  her 
New  World  colonies.  Coins  from  neighboring  countries  filled  the 
huge  void  in  day  to  day  commerce,  and  was  also  used  to  back 
colonial  and  Continental  Currency  notes.  These  served  as  the  basis 
of  our  silver  dollar  and  were  able  to  serve  as  legal  tender  until  the 
Mint  Act  of  1857. 


1202  Netherlands,  Holland.  1589  Lion  daalder.  Dav.8838.  AU-50  At- 
tractively toned  with  hints  of  iridescent  blue  highlighting  classic 
old  world  gray  toning.  A popular  trade  coin  that  circulated  widely 
in  colonial  America.  This  example  has  an  as  made  planchet  crack. 
Well  struck  in  most  areas,  save  for  some  peripheral  weakness,  as 
typically  seen  in  this  series. 


2203  Netherlands,  Holland.  1589  Lion  daalder.  Dav.8838.  EF-45 
(PCGS).  A well  struck  and  pleasing  example  of  this  European  trade 
crown  that  is  associated  with  colonial  American  trade,  particularly 
in  the  New  York  city  area.  The  flan  is  nearly  perfectly  round.  The 
surfaces  are  light  gray  with  some  original  "dirt"  in  the  devices. 
This  example  is  as  nice  as  you  will  find  at  this  grade  level. 

The  Dutch  colonized  New  York  (New  Amsterdam)  in  1624,  and  maintained 
it  until  the  British  took  over  the  colony  in  1664.  In  1709  New  York  issued  a 
series  of  notes  denominated  in  Lion  Dollars.  Because  of  this  connection  to 
colonial  numismatics,  there  is  increasing  demand  from  colonial  type  collectors 
for  examples  of  these  Lion  Dollars. 


2204  Netherlands,  Gelderland.  1667  Lion  daalder.  Dav.4849.  EF-40 
(PCGS).  Attractive  light  gray  toning  with  areas  of  striking  weak- 
ness. Close  inspection  of  the  surfaces  show  planchet  fissures  that 
appeared  during  the  rolling  process.  A good  representative  of  this 
popular  Dutch  trade  coin  that  was  struck  only  three  years  after 
the  British  conquered  New  Amsterdam. 


2205  Netherlands,  West  Friesland.  1637  half  daalder.  EF-40.  Light  sil- 
ver gray  with  golden  highlights  and  traces  of  lustre  in  the  fields. 
Very  nice  for  this  elusive  denomination,  far  rarer  than  its  larger 
Lion  dollar  kin.  Obverse  a bit  soft  on  the  left  side  due  to  the  die's 
minor  misalignment,  reverse  ideally  centered.  A good  looking 
type  coin.  The  Lion  dollar  and  its  rare  fractions  were  among  the 
most  important  types  used  in  the  Mid-Atlantic  in  the  17th  century 
during  and  following  the  Dutch  dominion.

The  strike  is 
sharp  although  the  usual  wavy  planchet  produced  some  uneven 
wear  as  these  were  struck  on  primitive  coining  presses  which 
caused  this  effect.  The  surfaces  are  wholesome  for  the  grade  with 
no  distracting  dents  or  scrapes,  even  the  edge  is  reasonably  round 
on  this  scarce  type  issue. 


1652  Massachusetts  Oak  Tree  sixpence.  Noe-22,  W-400.  Rarity-5. 
VF  Details  (NGC).  "Tooled."  The  coin  has  a few  areas  that  show 
traces  of  tooling  along  with  some  edge  dents  and  nicks.  Cleaned 
and  toned  with  mottled  gray  to  light  silver  hues  spanning  both 
sides.  Microscopically  rough  surfaces  when  examined.  Neverthe- 
less, the  strike  brought  out  the  tree  nicely  and  most  of  the  periph- 
eral lettering  is  clear,  along  with  fixed  date  of  1652  used  through 
this  entire  series.  Scarce  as  a denomination.

Ford  did  not  include  a specimen  of  this  "Godless"  LON  DON 
variety,  Roper's  Mint  State  coin  is  considered  finest  known,  and 
Norweb's  was  EF-40,  as  was  the  specimen  offered  in  our  November 
2006  auction,  which  brought  $16,100.  Admittedly  rare,  this  variety 
does  appear  with  any  frequency,  the  penultimate  specimen  we 
can  remember  being  a damaged  Fine  (at  $3,450)  in  our  July  2005 
Coin  Galleries  auction.  The  present  specimen,  as  well  as  the  CG 
specimen  are  specimens  that  are  new  to  any  modern  census,  so  a 
revision  to  Rarity-6+  might  be  in  order  for  this  variety.

The  Whitman  Encyclopedia  of  Colonial 
and  Early  American  Coins  (2009)  notes:  "It  is  believed  these  were 
produced  in  Birmingham,  England,  by  a Thomas  Wyon,  according.: 
to  researcher  Russell  Rulau  (although  facts  are  scarce)."  One  fact' 
that  isn't  scarce  is  that  Bar  coppers  or  "cents"  are  as  popular  as  ever 
in  today's  numismatic  circles,  with  pleasing  specimens  such  as  this- 
bringing  prices  of  late  that  seemingly  stretch  to  the  stratosphere.

No 
trace  of  an  undertype  (Betts  often  used  other  coins  as  his  planchet 
stock).  Accompanied  by  Ryder's  ticket  describing  the  coin  as  "A 
fraud  made  by  Wyllys  Betts  in  1862  or  1863  when  at  Yale  College." 
Tom  Elder  unaccountably  described  the  piece  in  his  catalogue 
as  Is  this  a rare  pattern  for  an  American  Colonial. ..Who  knows 
about  this  piece?"  Without  doubt  this  is  one  of  the  most  famous 
of  all  19th-century  tokens. 

A dassic  medal  collectors'  reference  is  American  Colonial  History  Illustrated  by 
Contemporary  Medals,  by  C.  Wyllys  Betts,  published  posthumously  in  1894.  "Betts 
medals  has  become  the  standard  term  to  describe  the  hundreds  of  different  pieces 
he  delineated.  C.  Wyllys  Betts  was  bom  on  August  13, 1845,  the  son  of  Frederic  J. 
Betts,  in  Newburgh,  New  York.  In  1855  the  family  moved  to  New  Haven  to  give 
sons  Frederic  H.  and  Wyllys  the  benefits  of  the  schools  in  that  dty.  By  the  time  he 
was  a teenager,  C.  Wyllys  Betts  was  a knowledgeable  numismatist,  and  in  1862  he 
made  some  fantasy  tokens  and  medals,  drawing  upon  his  knowledge  of  history 
to  create  pieces  that  might  have  existed  had  someone  thought  to  make  them.  One 
of  these  became  very  famous:  the  Novum  Belgium  token  dated  1623.  This  piece 
slipped  into  a W.E.  Woodward  auction  in  an  obscure  addendum  listing  in  1864,  then 


in  the  late  1870s  was  "discovered"  by  highly  esteemed  dealer  and  author  Edouard 
Frossard  and  published  in  Numisma  as  a marvelous  new  find.  At  the  time  Frossard 
often  had  a "holier-than-thou"  attitude  toward  other  dealers,  criticizing  their  errors 
and  persona]  characteristics.  Aha!  This  token  was  found  to  be  a private  production, 
Frossard  became  embarrassed  as  all  get-out,  and  the  situation  echoed  in  numismatics 
for  years  afterward.  When  the  truth  was  learned,  Frossard's  competitors  reacted 
with  glee.  Later,  Betts  expressed  slight  remorse:  "Unfortunately,  someone  about 
1 862  presented  me  wi  th  a set  of  letters  and  several  engraving  tools,  and  in  learning 
the  use  of  them  I made  a great  number  of  store  cards  and  medalets,  most  of  which 
are  unique,  and  all,  I think,  in  the  Yale  College  cabinet.  The  earlier  ones  I look  upon 
with  some  interest  because  they  used  to  afford  me  a great  deal  of  amusement,  not 
only  in  the  making,  but  in  the  astonishment  of  collectors  when  looking  over  my 
cabinet."  In  1886  Betts  wrote  a 17-page  study.  Counterfeit  Halfpence  Current  in  the 
American  Colonies,  and  Their  Issue from  the  Mints  of  Connecticut  and  Vermont.  On  April 
27, 1887,  after  a week's  bout  with  pneumonia,  he  died  at  his  home  in  New  York 
City.  His  masterwork  on  colonial  medals  was  completed  by  Lyman  H.  Low  and 
William  T.R.  Marvin  and  published  in  1894.  Today  in  the  early  21st  century,  this 
work  still  stands  tall  as  the  source  for  information  on  its  title  subject,  although  a 
number  of  scholars  (Michael  Hodder,  John  W.  Adams,  and  John  Kraljevich  among 
them)  have  found  additional  information  and  revised  certain  earlier  data.  Likely,  a 
new  version  of  the  Betts  work  is  in  the  offing.

The  Brasher  plug  is  somewhat 
sloppier  than  usual,  with  some  raised  metal  above  the  mark  and 
some  metal  shear  visible  at  the  left  side  of  the  oval  cartouche.  The 
Burger  mark  is  broad  and  round.  It  appears  to  show  a punch  break 
at  8:00  connecting  the  edge  of  the  cartouche  to  the  base  of  the  scrip 
JB  monogram.  Both  plugs  are  flat  and  low-profile  on  the  reverse, 
and  the  Burger  plug  manifests  as  a nearly  invisible  oval.  A bold 
and  obvious  straight  clip  is  visible  at  10:00  on  the  obverse.  While 
edge  device  persists  everywhere  else,  this  piece  was  likely  clipped 


circumferentially  and  fraudulently  re-edged  during  its  useful  life. 
The  eye  appeal  of  this  piece  is  excellent.  The  surfaces  are  an  even 
and  natural  light  yellow  gold,  free  of  damage  or  consequential 
marks.  No  plaque  or  encrustation  is  visible.  Hints  of  lustre  are  seen 
near  the  reverse  periphery,  only  minor  circulation  hairlines  are  seen 
on  the  obverse.  For  a piece  of  New  York  plugged  gold,  this  being 
is  unusually  well-balanced  and  choice.  This  specimen  is  new  to 
the  census,  having  been  discovered  recently  in  non-numismatic 
hands  in  the  Carolinas.  Any  new  plugged  early  American  gold 
coins  found  in  the  U.S.  is  something  special,  but  this  bears  the  most 
cherished  mark  of  all:  that  of  Ephraim  Brasher.  Brasher-marked 
coins  have  been  actively  sought  out  by  American  specialists  since 
before  the  turn  of  the  20th  century.  This  example  will  no  doubt 
become  a showcase  coin  in  the  new  owner's  cabinet.

Three  dull  nicks  near  the  truncation  of 
George's  bust  remind  us  of  tooth  marks;  another  dent  is  present 
near  the  crown  of  George's  head.  A straight  line  clip  at  the  base  of 
the  obverse  is  consistent  with  the  straight  line  clips  at  the  lower 
obverse  extremity  seen  on  other  coins  regulated  by  Brasher  and 


Burger,  and  careful  examination  reveals  a still  present  hash  mark 
just  above  that  clip.  Clearly  this  coin — almost  new  when  it  was 
regulated— was  actually  a few  grains  above  the  then-current  stan- 
dard, thus  a clip  was  called  for  instead  of  a plug.  Brasher  marked 
half  guineas  are  extremely  rare.  Brunk  noted  two,  dated  1760 
and  1780,  and  a 1766  is  in  the  ANS  Collection  (Accession  number 
1933.49.67).  None  were  included  in  the  Eliasberg  Collection  or  the 
Roehrs  Collection,  though  Brasher  guineas  were  included  in  both. 
Despite  the  fact  that,  as  a group,  coins  regulated  by  Brasher  are 
more  numerous  than  those  marked  by  other  smiths,  their  demand 
remains  high.  Indeed,  most  collectors  would  rather  a Brasher  than 
any  other  regulator  were  they  to  just  own  one  regulated  piece.  This 
example  shows  nice,  medium  yellow  gold  surfaces,  good  overall 
eye  appeal,  and  would  be  a trophy  in  any  early  American  cabinet.

Ephraim  Brasher  was  a New  York  City  silversmith  of  Dutch  Protestant  descent  who  was  active  from  the  late  1760s  until  his 
death.  He  is  best  known  for  his  hollow  ware,  which  shows  a fine  eastern  style,  and  the  two  types  of  gold  coins  he  made  in  1786 
and  1787 . Brasher  also  "regulated"  gold  coin  brought  to  him,  attesting  to  the  correct  weight  of  each  by  stamping  his  distinctive 
EB  punch  onto  the  face  of  the  coin.  In  a few  cases.  Brasher  inlet  a plug  of  gold  into  a lightweight  coin,  to  bring  it  up  to  standard. 
Brasher  held  several  military  and  civilian  posts  during  his  career  including  in  the  militia  during  the  Revolutionary  War  and  city 
coroner.  His  shop  on  Cherry  Street  in  New  York  City,  located  on  a corner  of  St.  George's  Square,  was  a focal  point  of  New  York 
City  taste  and  refinement.  George  Washington  is  said  to  have  commissioned  a silver  service  from  Brasher.

(PCGS).  An  historic  and  important  coin  that  offers  considerable 
eye  appeal  for  this  early  period,  and  of  a quality  seldom  seen  on 
copper.  The  obverse  is  exceptional  with  satin  smooth  copper  with 
perfectly  balanced  light  brown  color  and  no  distractions.  A shal- 
low round  dig  in  the  field  behind  Liberty's  cap  identifies  this  as 
the  Brobston  coin  we  sold  in  1963.  The  balance  of  the  surfaces  are 
simply  outstanding,  with  scarcely  any  signs  of  handling  although  a 
very  trivial  pin  scratch  is  found  on  the  forward  portion  of  Liberty's 
neck  to  her  chest  and  an  extremely  minor  vertical  nick  is  found 
at  the  tip  of  Liberty's  bust  below  the  pole.  The  obverse  die  shows 
considerable  clashing,  with  several  leaves  present  surrounding 
Liberty.  On  the  reverse  the  color  is  perfectly  matched  but  there  is 
a scattered  patch  of  light  corrosion  located  at  the  upper  portion 


of  the  wreath.  The  copper  planchet  is  generally  smooth  although 
minute  voids  are  seen  near  the  rims  where  striking  pressure 
apparently  did  not  completely  eliminate  these.  No  distracting 
signs  of  contact  on  this  side  of  the  coin,  and  the  strike  is  sharp  for 
this  variety.  Die  clashing  is  readily  apparent  with  Liberty's  cap, 
truncation  and  other  devices  present  on  the  reverse,  along  with  a 
number  of  thin  die  cracks  in  the  legend.  There  are  perhaps  eight 
examples  of  this  variety  that  are  this  well  preserved  or  a bit  finer, 
and  rarely  are  specimens  of  early  copper  offered  that  retain  this 
degree  of  eye  appeal  and  historical  importance.

Heavy  die  cracks  can  be  seen 
on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  was  lapped — presumably  to  remove 
rust — with  the  effect  of  weakening  the  letters  in  the  denomination. 
These  restrikes  were  privately  made  from  discarded  mint  dies 
and  are  attributed  by  some  writers  to  famous  numismatists  of 
yesteryear  Joseph  J.  Mickley  and  Edward  W.  Cogan.  The  obverse 
die  was  used  to  coin  1803  cents,  Sheldon  variety  261,  but  with  the 
die  altered  by  substituting  a 4 in  place  of  the  3 in  the  date.  The 
reverse  was  used  at  the  mint  to  coin  Newcomb-12  of  1820.  Strikings 
were  produced  in  both  copper  and  tin.  Many  hundreds  of  copper 
strikings  exist,  while  tin  impressions  are  of  great  rarity.

There  is  a 
patch  of  gray  corrosion  or  solder  at  the  center  of  the  reverse, 
otherwise  light  tan  and  as  attractive  as  these  things  come.

variety  with  the  first  star  not  struck  up  due  to  die  sinking  on  the 
reverse,  and  an  advanced  die  crack  on  that  portion  of  the  reverse 
die  from  the  D of  UNITED  to  the  final  S of  STATES.

One  of  the  most  cov- 
eted coins  in  all  of  American  numismatics,  any  1796  quarter  puts 
a collection  into  the  category  of  advanced.  In  Mint  State  grades, 
this  rarity  becomes  a legend.  This  example  boasts  beautiful  rose- 
gold  toning  at  the  centers  with  the  edges  toned  in  classic  Wayte 
Raymond  blue  particularly  on  the  obverse.  For  a 1796  quarter,  the 
strike  is  sharp  too,  with  full  curls  on  Liberty,  all  the  stars  struck  up 
right  to  their  centers,  and  the  reverse  shows  all  the  eagle's  wing 
feathers,  some  of  the  breast  ones  as  well.  As  nearly  always  seen, 
the  eagle's  head  is  bluntly  struck  as  this  area  is  precisely  opposite 
the  drapery  on  Liberty,  another  point  which  requires  maximum 
striking  pressure.  Only  a few  1796  quarters  show  more  than  the 
outline  of  the  eagle's  head  for  this  reason.  No  adjustment  marks 
mar  the  surfaces,  nor  are  there  any  significant  handling  marks.  A 
thin  planchet  roller  line  is  found  on  Liberty's  neck  down  to  her 
chest  and  this  feature  is  mentioned  more  for  identification  than 
anything  else.  The  fields  are  slightly  reflective,  commonly  seen 
on  these  early  quarters,  with  a few  handling  nicks  that  blend  into 
the  toning  well.  On  the  reverse  there  is  a short  curved  lintmark 


that  extends  up  to  the  right  just  above  the  eagle's  head,  looking 
somewhat  like  a small  horn  although  curving  down  at  a similar 
angle  to  the  upper  beak  below,  these  lintmarks  are  plentiful  on 
coinage  of  this  era  as  the  coiner  frequently  wiped  the  dies  to 
remove  burrs  or  metal  fragments  from  the  dies,  with  any  small 
thread  fragments  adhering  to  the  dies  then  appearing  on  coins 
struck,  as  seen  here.  The  mintage  for  1796  quarters  is  recorded 
at  6,146  pieces,  and  these  spread  over  two  die  pairings.  Survival 
rates  were  higher  than  usual  for  coins  of  this  era  as  the  first  of 
their  kind,  but  nevertheless  most  were  lost.  Today  perhaps  300- 
500  survive  across  the  grading  spectrum.  Of  this  number  there  are 
about  65  in  some  grade  of  mint  state  (with  likely  duplications), 
most  in  the  lower  Mint  State  grades.  A choice  example  like  the 
present  coin  is  indeed  a great  find  and  worthy  of  any  advanced

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Most  of  the  mintage  of  2,212,000 1878-CC  Morgan  dollars  went  into  circula- 
tion at  the  time.  Other  examples  were  stored,  including  in  the  Cash  Room  in  the 
Ireasury  Building  in  Washington,  DC  (to  which  they  had  been  transported  in 
1911,  long  after  the  Carson  City  Mint  ceased  coinage),  and  were  occasionally  paid 
*ut.  In  1962  the  great  "silver  rush"  took  place,  as  dollars  of  all  kinds  attracted 
attention,  the  price  of  the  metal  was  rising,  and  supplies  of  dollar  coins  were 
leaned  out  of  various  banks,  vaults,  and  elsewhere.  Finally,  in  early  1964,  the 
Ireasury  Department  called  a halt  to  the  payout,  at  which  time  somewhat  over 
a0,000  Uncirculated  coins  remained.

The  Carson  City  Mint  was  closed  to  coinage  in  November  1885,  by  which 
time  228,000  1885-CC  dollars  had  been  struck.  200,000  of  these  were  made  in 
January  and  February  and  were  thus  listed  as  having  been  produced  in  fis- 
cal year  1885  (July  1,  1884  to  June  30,  1885).  Additional  coins  to  the  amount 
of  28,000  pieces  were  struck  in  August  1885  (which  was  in  fiscal  year  1886), 
giving  rise  to  the  old-time  theory  that  there  were  "1886-CC"  dollars,  which 
was  not  the  case. 

Although  228,000  1885-CC  dollars  were  minted  in  the  year  indicated,  it 
is  apparent  that  very  few  were  actually  placed  into  circulation  at  the  time.  To 
suggest  that  as  many  as  28,000  were  used  in  the  channels  of  commerce  might 
be  an  exaggeration,  for  today  worn  coins  are  few  and  far  between  and,  in  fact, 
are  the  rarest  of  all  Morgan  dollars  in  circulated  grades  (not  including  the 
Proof-only  1895,  of  which  worn  pieces  are  occasionally  seen). 

In  1925,  numismatist  E.S.  Thresher  reported  that  despite  searching  since 
1919,  he  had  not  been  able  to  find  an  example  in  circulation;  one  of  just  eight 
coins  absent  from  his  Morgan  dollar  collection  (the  others  were  1884-CC, 
1889-S,  1892, 1893-S,  1894, 1897,  and  1899;  he  had  found  1895  and  1903-0). 

The  desirability  of  the  1885-CC  in  the  early  days  is  illustrated  by  these 
selected  market  prices  from  auction  sales  and  dealer  listings.  As  always  with 
branch  mint  Morgan  dollars,  the  figures  were  erratic.  However,  the  1885-CC 
stands  out  as  one  of  the  most  expensive  coins  in  the  series:  1890:  Unc.  $3.40; 
1898:  Fine  $1.60;  1912:  VG  $11.75;  1914:  Unc.  $21.00;  1915:  "Proof"  $10.00  and 
VG  $8.25;  1916:  Unc.  $25.50  (a  Proof  1895  in  the  same  auction  brought  all  of 
$1.60!);  1919:  Unc.  $11.00;  1925:  VG  $2.35;  1939:  Unc.  $12.50;  and  1941:  $5.60. 

Uncirculated  1885-CC  dollars  were  considered  to  be  very  rare,  the  creme  de 
la  creme  of  the  series,  until  the  1930s,  when  John  Zug  and  a few  others  obtained 
small  quantities  from  the  Cash  Room  at  the  Treasury  Building  in  Washington. 
Later,  additional  quantities  were  paid  out  from  the  Treasury  Building,  making 
this  date  collectible,  quite  a contrast  from  the  early  days  when  such  a coin  was 
rarer  than  an  1889-CC.  Today,  most  examples  trace  their  pedigrees  to  the  GSA 
holdings  held  back  at  the  Treasury  Department,  and  then  later  sold,  amounting 
to  148,285  coins.

Johnson's  designs  were  created  years  earlier;  indeed,  some  sketches  dated 
May  1879  are  virtually  identical  to  the  designs  employed  on  the  1884-dated 
pattern  pieces.

Copper  frame  for  a double  set  of  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  coins.  An 

extraordinary  rarity  today  and  since  the  time  of  issue  is  an  original 
copper  frame  used  to  house  a double  set  (obverse  and  reverse  show- 
ing) of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  coins.  Although  available  at 
the  time  of  the  issue,  the  staggering  purchase  price  was  $400  for  the 
double  sets  which  included  this  hand  hammered  copper  frame  and 
rich  purple  velvet  liner  to  hold  the  coins  in  the  frame  for  display.  By 
the  time  Breen  and  Swiatek  published  their  Commemorative  Ency- 
clopedia in  1981,  only  four  such  double  sets  had  crossed  the  auction 
block.  A few  more  likely  exist  but  certainly  not  more  than  10  were 
sold  by  the  end  of  the  Exposition.  As  the  sets  were  broken  up  over 
the  years,  most  of  the  frames  were  discarded  once  separated  from 
the  coins.  Certainly  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  produced  some 
of  the  most  historic  and  popular  coins  of  the  last  century,  with  the 
two  large  $50  gold  coins  the  centerpiece  of  any  advanced  collection. 
A double  set  would  have  been  a magnificent  collection  and  one  that 
would  likely  be  squirreled  away  rather  than  placed  prominently 
on  a wall  or  desk  as  intended  by  this  original  frame  mounting. 
The  purple  velvet  ribbons  used  to  describe  the  coins  shows  some 
fading,  but  the  gold  ink  is  intact  as  is  the  crushed  velvet  liner,  and 
the  copper  frame  is  in  excellent  condition.  An  opportunity  of  the 
highest  order  for  a commemorative  specialist.

1852.  This  example  will  be  a prized  conversation  piece  for  its  next 
owner,  an  historic  artifact  of  the  Gold  Rush  and  the  richest  shipwreck 
in  American  history.  Accompanied  by  a wooden  distribution  case 
made  in  semblance  to  a shipping  crate  of  a type  perhaps  familiar 
to  workers  in  19th-century  California  assay  offices. 

The  recovery  of  the  gold  and  relics  from  the  S.S.  Central  America  is  a story- 
book in  itself  and  well  documented  by  our  own  Q.  David  Bowers  (synopsized 
at  Lot  3761).  A foremost  piece  of  our  history  and  culture,  with  a rare  window 
glance  into  the  peak  of  the  Gold  Rush  during  1857,  one  of  our  most  historic  and 
studied  time  periods,  but  one  from  which  so  few  relics  exist.  The  treasure  trove 
of  gold  and  information  from  the  S.S.  Central  America  provided  a quantum 
leap  in  our  knowledge  of  this  period  and  how  the  gold  was  shipped  to  the 
eastern  banks  and  mint  in  Philadelphia.  The  loss  of  this  particular  ship  caused 
considerable  economic  upheaval  in  1857,  with  a mini  panic  that  bankrupted 
several  insurance  companies  and  banks  that  had  been  counting  on  the  arrival 
of  the  ship.  The  gold  itself  survived,  virtually  unchanged  and  retaining  its 
monetary  value  with  a worthy  historic  value  as  well.

By  1855  it  was  transporting  everything 
am  mail  to  people  across  the  isthmus  on  the  way  to  California,  making 
spinwall  one  of  the  major  cities  of  Central  and  South  America.  This  token 
presents  the  railroad's  only  numismatic  appearance  during  its  heyday. 

Little  is  known  of  Coll  Brandon  & Co,  though  their  tokens  are  often  known 
/erstruck  and  almost  always  in  Mint  State.  A storefront  belonging  to  a firm 
rown  as  Brandon  & Co  was  part  of  the  fire  in  Colon,  Panama  on  July  4, 1864, 
hich  destroyed  two  other  businesses  that  adjoined  it:  a liquor  store  and  a 
•ug  store.  These  sorts  of  small  mercantile  houses  seem  to  be  just  the  kind  that 
ould  use  2 Vi  cent  tokens.  The  fire  also  suggests  why  these  may  only  exist  as 
acky  overstrikes  and  only  in  high  grade.  If  these  dies  were  produced  ca.  1864 
r a company  that  was  destroyed  by  fire,  it  seemingly  would  be  a shame  to 
aste  them  and  produce  no  strikes  from  them:  their  types  are  evocative  and 
eir  location  was  both  exotic  and  famous  during  its  day.  The  undertype  on 
is  piece  was  produced  at  Scovill  in  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  which  may  offer 
•lint.  Scovill  made  many  oddball  mulings  during  this  era  for  collectors,  who 
the  mid  1860s  clamored  for  new  varieties  of  token  rarities.  It  seems  likely 
us  that  the  Brandon  & Co  token  dies  were  used  by  Scovill  to  create  rarities 
;ch  as  this  one.  The  fact  that  one  specimen  is  known  to  be  struck  over  an 
63-dated  Civil  War  token  of  John  Matthews  (Fuld  NY  523)  places  a terminus 
>st  quern  which  dovetails  historically  with  the  Brandon  & Co  fire  of  July  1864.

In  the  mid-1980s  a glass  jar  filled  with  gold  coins  is  said  to  have 
been  unearthed  in  Jackson,  Mississippi  (or  Tennessee).  Land  was 
being  graded  in  preparation  for  the  building  of  a parking  lot  (said 
to  be  the  greatest  of  all  civic  improvements  and  at  the  same  time 
the  nemesis  of  interesting  old  buildings).  A bulldozer  dug  up  a 
glass  jar  filled  to  the  rim  with  glittering  gold  coins,  mostly  from  the 
Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  mints.  Dealer  Jeff  Garrett  reported  that 
"the  workers  all  jumped  in,  and  the  coins  were  scattered  among 
several  individuals.  I had  the  opportunity  to  examine  many  of  the 
pieces  and  they  were  all  of  very  high  quality." 

Apparently,  the  finders  of  the  hoard  wanted  to  keep  all  information  confi- 
dential. Today,  apart  from  a few  coins  that  have  come  on  the  market  now  and 
then  and  which  have  been  said  to  have  come  from  Jackson,  little  is  known. 
Among  the  coins  was  a rare  1856-D  quarter  eagle.

This  example  is  one  of 
the  very  finest  graded,  the  only  Gem  seen  by  PCGS  with  Cameo 
:ontrast,  and  not  exceeded  by  any  graded  by  NGC.  The  contrast  is 
strong  with  frosted  devices  on  Liberty  and  the  stars  which  stand 
:all  against  the  mirror  fields.  Classic  orange-peel  texture  is  pres- 
ent in  the  fields,  an  effect  created  by  heating  the  planchets  just 
enough  prior  to  striking;  this  process  is  was  generally  used  only 
an  Proof  coinage.

Other  gold  series  have  two  or  three  Proof-only  dates,  but  in  the 


entire  sweep  of  the  half  eagle  series  from  1839  through  1908,  there 
is  but  one  "Proof  only"  date,  the  1887  half  eagle.  All  other  dates, 
when  coined,  exist  as  both  circulation  strikes  and  proofs  (if  proofs 
were  issued  that  year).  Perhaps  20  to  30  exist  today,  this  based  on 
the  fact  that  at  most  22  have  been  certified  between  the  grading 
services.  No  Deep  Cameo  coins  have  been  graded  by  PCGS  in  any 
grade,  but  NGC  has  seen  two  that  they  qualify  as  such.  None  are 
graded  finer  than  Proof-65  without  the  cameo  contrast.  A review 
of  the  major  auctions  of  the  past  40  years  (where  pictures  are  use- 
ful) failed  to  find  a match  to  this  coin;  it  does  not  appear  to  be  the 
Eliasberg,  Pittman,  Norweb,  Carter,  Bass  or  Garrett  coin.  Earlier 
catalogues  have  plates  that  are  generally  useless  on  Proof  gold,  as 
the  fields  are  so  reflective  that  the  minutia  of  these  pieces  fails  to 
show  up  on  the  old  half-tone  plates.

When  the  1795  eagle  made  its  debut  in  1... 

year,  it  must  have  been  a great  novelty  to  banks,  me 
and  others  who  saw  it  in  circulation  for  the  first  time- 
era,  gold  coins  in  commerce  were  dominated  bv 
American  issues,  with  no  federal  gold  until  late  s 
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1795,  when  the  first  half  eagles  were  struck,  then  the  eagle,  as  here.  Interestingly,  there  was 
no  mark  of  value  at  all  on  either  the  eagle  or  the  half  eagle,  and  such  coins  were  valued  based 
upon  their  weight  and  purity. 

Perhaps  the  earliest  eagles  were  made  in  quantities  too  small  to  attract  much  notice  in  contemporary  newspapers, 
or  there  may  have  been  other  reasons,  but  whatever  the  scenario,  very  little  has  ever  been  found  in  the  way  of  con- 
temporary comments  other  than  that  in  Treasury  reports.  It  is  certainly  difficult  to  envision  today  that  a bank  cashier 
in  Philadelphia  would  routinely  accept  a freshly  minted  1795  $10  piece,  strange  to  his  eyes,  with  no  value  marked, 
and  simply  toss  it  into  a drawer  or  vault.  However,  that  seems  to  be  what  happened.  As  time  went  on,  many  of  the 
early  eagles  were  exported,  which  some  years  later  in  1804  prompted  the  Treasury  Department  to  stop  coining  them. 

The  obverse  design  is  what  Ken  Bressett  has  designated  "Capped  Bust  to  Right"  for  listing  in  the  Guide  Book, 
nomenclature  that  has  taken  hold  nicely.  It  could  also  be  called  a "Conical  Cap"  motif,  perhaps  a bit  more  distinguish- 
ing, as  "Capped  Bust"  sometimes  refers  to  a mob  cap  or  closely  fitting  cap.  At  the  upper  border  is  the  word  LIBERTY, 
stars  are  to  the  left  and  right,  and  the  date  is  below.  The  reverse  illustrates  an  eagle  perched  on  a palm  branch  holding 
a laurel  wreath  aloft  in  his  beak.  A beautiful  motif  also  seen  on  half  eagles  of  this  era,  said  to  have  been  taken  from  an 
ancient  cameo.  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  is  around  the  border.  Regarding  1795  eagles,  examples  come  on  the 
market  with  some  regularity,  but  connoisseurship  is  required  to  acquire  a piece  in  a high  grade  that  also  has  excellent 
eye  appeal,  as  here.

The  S.S.  Brother  Jonathan  coins  are  near  and  dear  to  the  present  officers 
of  Stack's  (Dave  Bowers,  Chris  Karstedt,  and  others  while  with  Bowers  and 
Merena,  before  the  sale  of  that  company),  who  developed  the  marketing  plans 
and  sold  at  auction  the  entire  treasure  when  it  was  recovered.  Dave's  book. 
The  Treasure  Ship  S.S.  Brother  Jonathan,  tells  the  story  in  detail  and  is  a "good 
read"  if  you  can  obtain  a copy  on  the  secondary  market. 

A synopsis  of  the  treasure  was  given  by  Dave  Bowers  in  the  Guide  Book 
of  United  States  Coins: 

In  1865,  the  side-wheel  steamer  S.S.  Brother  Jonathan  was  important  in  the 
coastwise  trade  from  California  north  to  Oregon  and  Washington.  Shortly 
before  noon  on  Friday,  July  28,  the  1,360-ton  vessel  headed  from  San  Francisco 
to  Portland,  carrying  150  or  more  passengers,  a crew  of  about  60,  and  a 500-ton 
cargo  ranging  from  machinery  for  a woolen  mill  to  casks  of  whiskey.  Gold 
coins  were  aboard,  of  an  unknown  value. 

Heading  along  the  coast  the  ship  ran  into  high  winds  and  waves  and 
Captain  Samuel  J.  DeWolf  put  the  vessel  into  the  harbor  at  Crescent  City  to 
spend  the  night.  In  tire  morning  the  sea  would  be  calm,  it  was  thought.  On 
Sunday,  July  30,  the  crew  resumed  the  trip,  but  the  open  sea  was  still  rough, 
and  the  captain  ordered  the  ship  to  turn  around  and  go  back  to  Crescent  City. 
Unexpectedly,  the  ship  struck  a submerged  rock,  a pinnacle  hidden  just  below 
the  waves.  Only  a few  passengers  survived.  In  the  seafaring  tradition,  the 
captain  went  down  with  the  ship. 

In  following  years,  many  efforts  were  made  to  find  the  lost  ship,  but  with- 
out success.  Finally,  in  the  1990s,  a group  of  investors  and  entrepreneurs  found 
the  ship,  and  were  able  to  recover  more  than  1,000  gold  coins,  a find  dominated 
by  Mint  State  1865-S  double  eagles.  Detailed  records  and  photographs  preserve 
every  element  of  the  recovery — a model  of  undersea  archaeological  technique.

In  the  panorama  of  American  medallic  art,  only  George  Washington 
has  appeared  on  more  medals  than  Abraham  Lincoln.  Beginning  with 
the  political  medals  and  medalets  of  the  1860  Presidential  campaign, 
Lincoln  appeared  on  an  ever-increasing  volume  of  medal  issues,  includ- 
ing pieces  mourning  him  upon  his  assassination  by  John  Wilkes  Booth 
and  all  the  subsequent  anniversaries  of  his  birth  and  of  major  acts  of  his 
Presidency,  including  the  Emancipation  Proclamation.  Over  the  next  145 
years,  medals  in  every  imaginable  metal  would  be  struck  by  the  United 
States  Mint  and  a wide  variety  of  private  manufacturers. 

Lincoln  medals  were  made  for  veterans'  organizations,  patriotic 
groups,  fraternal  societies,  numismatic  bodies,  states,  cities  and  towns 
in  honor  of  the  Rail  Splitter  of  the  West,  the  Emancipator  and  Martyr. 
Although  long  out  of  date,  Robert  P.  King's  "Lincoln  in  Numismatics" 
(The  Numismatist,  journal  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association, 
1924)  still  offers  an  idea  of  the  sheer  scope  of  Lincolniana.  Silver,  bronze, 
brass,  white  metal,  aluminum,  zinc,  iron  - these  have  all  been  used  for 
medals  honoring  Lincoln.  Beyond  doubt,  Lincoln  medals  in  gold  have 
always  been  the  rarest  of  all  the  myriad  issues  struck  in  Lincoln's  honor. 
Whether  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  or  by  private  medallic  firms, 
gold  Lincoln  medals  are  the  stuff  of  dreams  to 
the  average  collector.  Even  collectors  with  ample 
means  have  found  it  hard  to  gather  in  examples 
of  known  Lincoln  gold  medals. 

The  most  successful  delver  in  this  area  of  medal 
collecting  brought  to  this  search  the  same  dedica- 
tion, patience  and  knowledge  he  used  to  created 
the  greatest  U.S.  coin  collection  ever  assembled, 

Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr.  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  He 
strove  at  all  times  to  obtain  the  finest  specimens  in 
existence  and  his  success  can  be  judged  by  the  re- 
markable roster  of  15  pieces  offered  in  this  historic 
sale.  The  extraordinary  medals  comprising  this 
collection  were  first  assembled  by  Judson  Brenner, 
an  early  American  Numismatic  Association  leader.

Uncirculated.  3641.64  grains  (7.58675  troy  ounces).  One  of  the  most  impressive  and  medallically 
important  pieces  to  have  ever  been  coined  from  Indian  Peace  medal  dies  at  the  United  States 
Mint.  In  the  entire  history  of  Indian  Peace  medals,  from  the  oval  medals  of  George  Washington 
through  the  entire  Mint  series  ending  with  Benjamin  Harrison,  we  have  never  seen,  nor  heard 
of,  another  specimen  from  any  of  those  dies  coined  in  gold.  That  this  piece  may  be  the  only 
gold  example  from  an  entire  popularly  collected  genre  of  United  States  medals  makes  it  not 
just  distinctive,  but  of  historic  stature. 

Its  surfaces  show  the  matte  finish  of  an  early  20th-century  production,  and  this  was  prob- 
ably struck  quite  close  to  the  centennial  of  Lincoln's  birth  when  interest  in  his  medals  reached 
a zenith.  With  its  significant  metallic  value  and  heft,  nearly  that  of  eight  double  eagles,  this 
would  have  been  produced  to  order  for  one  of  the  major  collectors  of  the  day— Virgil  Brand, 
the  collector  who  had  everything,  strikes  us  as  the  most  sensible  candidate.  The  obverse  shows 
superb  detail  on  the  high  relief  portrait,  with  just  some  minor  marks  on  the  highest  point  of 
the  shoulder  from  true  cabinet  friction.  Two  low  spots  above  Lincoln's  head  may  represent 
spots  that  were  deftly  removed.  A small  rim  nick  is  seen  above  3:00.  The  reverse  shows  some 
minor  rim  nicks  here  and  there,  and  scattered  minor  surface  ticks  at  center,  shallow  and  of 
little  consequence,  though  they  do  interrupt  the  matte  finish. 

This  piece  was  coined  from  restrike  dies  produced  late  in  the  19th  century,  when  Lincoln 
medals  were  among  those  in  greatest  demand  with  contemporary  collectors.  Lincoln  Indian 
Peace  medals  in  bronze  are  among  the  most  numerous  in  the  series,  especially  those  struck 
from  this  reverse  die,  which  lacks  a signature  beneath  the  central  scene.  A very  small  number 
of  medals  were  struck  in  silver  from  this  die,  coined  as  restrikes,  usually  with  matte  surfaces 
like  this  piece.  We  have  never  heard  even  a breath  of  a rumor  of  another  piece  in  gold.  Julian 
records  this  medal  existing  in  gold,  apparently  this  piece.  In  the  1986  Hartzog,  Carlson  et  al 
price  and  auction  records  reference,  a gold  Lincoln  Indian  Peace  medal  was  valued  at  $25,000 
with  the  notation  "no  records,  may  not  exist." 

The  Lincoln  Indian  Peace  medal  is  perhaps  the  single  most  famous  Lincoln  medal  among 
numismatists.  It  combines  a strong  portrait,  dating  from  the  years  of  his  Presidency,  with  a 
reverse  that  includes  not  only  a remarkably  early  image  of  a baseball  game  but  a bold  contrast 
between  those  non-civilized  natives  and  those  who  have  developed  a European-style  life  of 
tranquility.  It  has  always  ranked  as  one  of  the  most  popular  entries  in  the  Indian  Peace  medal 
series  for  collectors.  This  regal  example  should  handily  outpace  the  typical  price  threshold  of 
an  awarded  silver  specimen.

A majestic  Lincoln 
portrait  medal,  termed  "one  of  the  finest  artistic  efforts  ever  struck  at  the  mint"  in  the  Julian 
book  on  Mint  medals.  Even  light  gold  matte  quality  surfaces  frame  the  magnificent  high  relief 
detail  of  Morgan's  expressive  portrait  bust.  A few  light  marks  are  noted,  including  a minor  rim 
bruise  below  9:00  on  the  obverse,  a nick  above  Lincoln's  temple,  and  a very  tiny  spot  among 
the  beads  near  1 :00.  On  the  reverse,  there  are  some  minor  rim  disturbances,  though  none  are 
serious,  a couple  tiny  copper  spots,  and  a small  batch  of  nicks  under  NT  of  PRESIDENT.  The 
overall  visual  appeal  remains  excellent,  perhaps  the  finest  of  the  large  medals  from  the  Eliasberg 
set. 

This  medal  was  struck  from  the  obverse  die  without  the  signature  MORGAN  under  the 
bust  truncation,  which  helps  date  the  entire  set.  The  MORGAN  signature,  according  to  Julian, 
"may  not  have  been  put  on  the  dies  until  Morgan  became  engraver  in  1917,"  when  the  talented 
Englishman  stepped  out  from  behind  Charles  Barber's  shadow.  This  strongly  suggests  that 
all  of  the  matte  surface  gold  Lincoln  medals  in  the  Eliasberg  set  were  coined  prior  to  this  date. 
We  would  posit  that  1909,  the  centennial  of  Lincoln's  birth,  is  the  most  likely  time  for  these 
pieces  to  have  been  produced. 

Julian  records  this  medal  in  gold,  but  the  mintage  records  he  reproduces  (through  1904) 
show  only  the  production  of  bronze  and  aluminum  specimens.  Since  he  also  records  the  Lin- 
coln Indian  Peace  medal  in  gold,  it  appears  that  Julian  had  access  to  this  set  or  illustrations  of 
it  from  one  of  the  many  times  Louis  Eliasberg  put  it  on  display.  In  1986,  Hartzog,  Carlson  et 
al  placed  a value  of  $15,000  on  this  medal  in  gold,  but  cited  no  records. 

This  hefty  medal  represents  perhaps  the  only  gold  example  of  this  fine  portrait  that  is  col- 
lectible today.  It  would  be  the  central  highlight  in  any  Presidential  medal  collection.

Mint  medal  price  guide  (Harzog,  Carlson,  et  al)  note  a 1981  record 
for  a gold  specimen  struck  in  "matte  finish,  ca.  1913,"  which  was 
valued  at  the  time  at  $1,000.  Since  this  medal  was  impounded  in 
the  Eliasberg  Collection  at  the  time,  we  would  hazard  a guess  that 
there  are  three  total  gold  specimens,  assuming  the  single  1871  gold 
striking  survives.  It  appears  no  gold  specimens  of  this  medal  have 
traded  hands  in  the  three  decades  since  the  above  cited  incidence, 
making  this  a prime  opportunity  for  Mint  medal  enthusiasts.

Two  tiny  spots  are  noted  behind  Lincoln's 
ortrait,  a few  more  on  the  reverse  including  at  the  first  9 of  1909, 
of  MALICE,  and  on  the  ribbon  below.  This  medal's  soft,  fine  gold 
lows  some  signs  of  mishandling.  A few  very  tiny  rim  bruises  may

tends  from  the  field  beneath  the  nose  through  O.  The  reverse  also 
iows  some  scuffs,  including  across  WITH,  at  the  rim  above  9:00, 
id  those  of  less  consequence  elsewhere.  Despite  its  flaws,  the  eye 
>peal  is  good,  particularly  so  on  the  justly  famous  portrait  side. 


In  all  likelihood,  this  medal,  like  many  of  the  other  gold  medals  in 
the  Eliasberg  set,  is  unique  in  this  composition.  King,  writing  in  1924, 
knew  of  silver  and  bronze  specimens  but  recorded  none  in  gold.  We 
have  seen  none  offered  at  auction  in  recent  memory,  nor  recall  any  oth- 
ers. A medal  such  as  this,  struck  at  the  US  Mint,  would  have  required 
a special  customer  to  produce  the  necessary  gold  to  manufacture  the 
planchet.  An  extremely  small  number  of  collectors  would  have  put 
up  the  $100  investment  to  produce  this  medal  in  or  immediately  after 
1909  - recall  that  such  a sum  would  have  purchased  a choice  VF  1794 
dollar  in  that  era. 

In  the  field  of  Lincoln  centennial  medals,  it  would  hard  to  fathom  a more 
important  medal  than  this  piece:  struck  in  gold  at  the  U.S.  Mint  with  one  of 
the  best-rendered  portraits  ever  accomplished,  as  well  as  being  most  likely 
unique.  It  appears  that  this  is  its  first  ever  public  offering.

The  HENNING  AND  EYMANN  N.Y.  signature  in  the 
lower  obverse  field  has  been  polished  out,  which  DeLorey  also  points 
out  as  a hallmark  of  an  Elder  striking.  DeLorey  places  the  production 
of  these  pieces  "around  May  or  June  1924."  Elder  recorded  10  struck 
in  silver  along  with  pieces  in  German  silver,  copper,  brass,  aluminum, 
lead,  and  fibre;  it  is  presumably  unique  in  this  composition.

In  the  1901-1915 
era,  major  expositions  awarded  medals  inscribed  GOLD  and  SILVER  to  the 
leading  honorees,  but  in  virtually  all  cases  (especially  in  the  Louisiana  Purchase 
Exposition)  the  medals  were  actually  struck  in  BRONZE!  Most  expos  offered 
the  proviso  that  a gold  medal  winner  could  order  the  medal  in  metallic  Gold 
at  his  or  her  own  expense.  Obviously  only  recipients  of  great  wealth  could 
attempt  this  and  it  appears  that  almost  none  of  them  did.  This  sumptuous 
medal  offers  a matchless  opportunity  for  a collector  determined  to  land  the 
finest  for  his  or  her  collection.

The  earliest  Eliasberg  Correspondence  file  relating  to  transac- 
tions with  Stack's  beginning  in  1939,  an  association  that  has 
continued  to  the  present  day  in  various  forms.  The  earliest  dated 
piece  is  a letter  from  Louis  Eliasberg  dated  October  9, 1939,  asking 
about  an  "1815"  large  cent,  and  inquiring  about  the  possibility  of 
trading  duplicates  for  pieces  he  needed.  At  the  time  it  is  likely  that 
no  one  knew  where  this  small  beginning  would  lead.  The  response 
from  Joseph  B.  Stack  clears  up  the  matter  of  the  1815  cents,  and 
offers  14  complete  gold  Proof  Sets  (1900-1907,  and  1911-1915)  for 
$2,000!  Mr.  Eliasberg  was  concerned  about  the  firm  he  would  be 
dealing  with,  and  as  a result,  two  Dun  & Bradstreet  reports  on 
Stack's  are  included,  one  dated  March  1942,  the  other  May  1943.

Finally,  an 
apparently  original  but  unsigned  letter  from  John  Zug  relates  to 
his  appraisal  and  includes  an  analysis  of  the  prices  arrived  at  and 
a conclusion  that,  after  certain  considerations  he  felt  "$100,000  a 
fair  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  collection  to  the  estate."  The  letter 
is  addressed  to  Mr.  W.H.  Baden,  Trust  Officer,  Washington  Loan 
and  Trust  Company.  Largely  a duplicate  of  the  lot  in  our  March 
2010  sale  that  realized  a sensational  $62,250,  though  on  inferior 
paper  and  missing  the  many  tipped  in  items  and  additional  notes. 
However,  the  summaries  and  Zug  letter  make  this  an  important 
and  historic  offering  in  its  own  right.

Finally,  a relatively  clean,  fully  intact  copy  of  the 
Stack's  auction  catalogue  is  included.  These 
items  have  concretely  revealed  for  the  first  time 
the  first  major  sale  of  duplicates  from  the  collec- 
tion after  Mr.  Eliasberg's  landmark  acquisition  of 
the  Clapp  Collection  earlier  in  1942.  Up  to  this 
point,  just  two  major  sales  of  duplicates  were 
widely  known.  The  first  was  Stack's  October 
1947  sale  of  the  H.R.  Lee  Collection,  a name  cre- 
ated from  the  initials  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eliasberg, 
and  apparently  intended  to  be  kept  a secret, 
though  long  ago  figured  out.  The  second  one 
was  New  Netherlands'  June  1957  sale,  which 
featured  Mr.  Eliasberg's  name  on  the  cover.  In 
Dave  Bowers'  book,  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr.,  King 
of  Coins,  the  details  of  the  Eliasberg  purchase  of 
the  Clapp  Collection  are  discussed,  and  include 
not  only  the  reported  sale  price  but  the  agree- 
ment between  Mr.  Eliasberg  and  Stack's,  which 
facilitated  the  transaction,  that  Stack's  would 
receive  as  their  fee  $1,000  or  the  consignment 
of  duplicates.  The  Stack's  sale  of  October  1942 
included  such  a consignment,  likely  the  payment 
terms  agreed  to.  Comparison  of  the  items  listed 
for  sale  on  these  pages  with  the  inventory  of  the  Clapp  Collection  reveal 
many  similarities  in  description,  so  it  is  clear  that  Clapp  coins  were  in 
some  cases  considered  by  Mr.  Eliasberg  to  be  inferior  to  those  he  already 
owned  and  thus  were  consigned  to  this  sale.  This  historic  archive  is 
perhaps  the  only  concrete  evidence  of  the  true  nature  of  Session  II  of 
Stack's  October  1942  catalogue  featuring  the  Dr.  C.  A.  Perera  Collection. 
Session  II  was  simply  and  vaguely  titled  as  follows,  "CONSIGNMENT 
OF  DUPLICATES  From  a Nationally  Famous  Collection."  While  the 
Eliasberg  Collection  had  certainly  not  attained  the  widespread  fame 
that  it  would  in  the  early  1950s,  the  reports  of  Mr.  Eliasberg's  purchase 
of  the  Clapp  Collection  intact,  for  $100,000,  certainly  made  him  well 
known  among  collectors  and  dealers  alike.

Various  want  lists  are  included,  both  in  hand- 
written and  typed  formats.  One  apparently 
early  but  undated  one  lists  rare  gold  coins, 
along  with  mintages,  auction  records  where 
available,  and  the  1941  Standard  Catalogue 
value.  A few  notes  are  added,  both  typewrit- 
ten and  by  hand.  The  most  interesting  relates 
to  1933  eagles,  reading  " doubtful  if  these  left 
the  Mint.  Mr.  Zug  has  two  (wants  $175.00)"  the 
ending  in  parentheses  being  penciled  out.  The 
earliest  dated  is  from  September  15, 1942,  and  is 
a single  typewritten  page  of  gold  quarter  eagles 
through  double  eagles,  with  value  information 
and  appearances  written  in.  It  is  important  as 
Mr.  Eliasberg's  accounting  of  pieces  still  needed 
after  the  vast  Clapp  holdings  were  collated  into 
his  existing  collection.  The  list  was  revised  in  a 
more  concise  form  on  October  15, 1942.  There 
are  three  copies  of  this  list,  each  with  different 
notations  regarding  sale  appearances  of  the 
coins  listed,  with  various  dates  crossed  off 
and  notes  written  in  regarding  the  purchase.  Perhaps  the  most 
famous  coin  listed  is  the  1933  double  eagle,  which  was  purchased 
on  April  15, 1944  for  $1,000.  It  is  known  now  that  J.F.  Bell  sold  the 
coin  to  Mr.  Eliasberg,  but  this  list  does  not  report  the  source  which 
is  conspicuous  in  its  absence.  This  list  was  revised  and  retyped 
without  the  acquired  pieces  in  January  1, 1945,  and  four  copies  of 
this  version  are  included.  A far  more  extensive  typewritten  list  of 
missing  gold  coins  is  dated  September  30, 1944.

Correspondence  relating  to  the  1854-S  half  eagle  and  unique 
1870-S  three  dollar  piece.  A small  but  very  interesting  and  historic 
group  relating  to  two  of  the  most  famous  and  rare  pieces  in  the 
collection.  The  lot  begins  with  Mr.  Eliasberg's  original  scratch  sheet 
of  notes  on  rarities  he  planned  to  bid  on  (including  a note  on  the 
1870-S  $3),  attached  to  his  copy  of  a bid  sheet  submitted  to  his 
agent  Morton  Stack,  for  execution  at  Numismatic  Galleries'  sale  of 
the  gold  coins  of  The  World's  Greatest  Collection,  now  recognized  as 
portions  of  the  collection  of  F.C.C.  Boyd.  The  letter  includes  bids 
for  the  1841  quarter  eagle  ($4,005),  the  1854-S  half  eagle  ($5,005), 


a Proof  1858  eagle,  a 1930-S  eagle,  and  four  rare  Saint-Gauc 
double  eagles  including  the  1927-D  ($750).  Between  the  dat 
submission  of  the  bids  and  the  sale,  Morton  Stack  wrote  to 
Eliasberg  regarding  the  upcoming  sale,  and  included  a paragr 
on  the  1870-S  three  dollar  piece,  which  Stack's  secured  for 
Eliasberg  at  this  time  separately,  from  Celina  Coin  Comp, 
The  paragraph  reads  as  follows:  "Evidently,  you  are  aware 
you  are  the  owner  of  the  unique  1870  'S'  $3.00  gold  piece  w] 
we  have  purchased  for  you  from  the  Brandts  of  Celina,  0 
You  can  take  my  word  that  I did  some  forcing  in  order  to  get 
coin  as  I bid  him  down  so  much  that  we  were  able  to  acqui 
for  $11,000.00  and  he  insisted  only  on  $12,500,  but  through 
friendship  we  were  able  to  get  it  at  that  figure."  Small  black 
white  photographs  of  the  coin  are  included.  Just  three  lots  v 
won  in  the  auction,  the  1854-S  half  eagle  at  $5,250,  the  192 
double  eagle  at  $650,  and  the  1927-D  double  eagle  at,  shockin 
the  same  price  as  the  1925-D,  $650,  perhaps  one  of  the  grea 
relative  bargains  ever  fairly  gotten  in  a public  numismatic  s 
The  original  Western  Union  telegraph  from  Morton  Stack  ad 
ing  Mr.  Eliasberg  of  the  sale  results  is  included,  as  is  the  Sta 
invoice  for  same,  including  a 5%  commission  for  execution  of 
bids,  as  well  as  a $550  commission  on  the  purchase  of  the  181 
three-dollar  piece.  A copy  of  a letter  from  Abe  Kosoff  to  Jos 
Stack  refuses  a request  for  the  identity  of  the  previous  owne 
the  World's  Greatest  Collection  coins.  Lastly,  a small  but  interes 
group  of  later  letters  relating  to  the  famous  1854-S  half  eagle 
the  value  assigned  to  this  coin  in  the  Guide  Book  of  United  Si 
Coins.  The  letters  begin  with  one  dated  July  7, 1975,  addresse 
Mr.  R.S.  Yeoman,  commenting  on  the  value  assigned  to  the  18! 
half  eagle  in  the  1976  edition,  comparing  it  to  the  rarity  and  Vi 
of  the  1822  half  eagle.  Ken  Bressett  responds  on  behalf  of  Whitn 
explaining  the  value  and  the  methods  used  to  arrive  at  it,  to  wl 
Mr.  Eliasberg  writes  back  suggesting  a fair  value  of  $100,001 
warm  "thank  you"  letter  is  sent  by  Ken  Bressett  a week  later,

Eliasberg  had  revised  this  list  to  include  only  "regular  issue"  coins, 
thus  only  the  1873-CC  dime,  1824/2  quarter,  and  1853-0  half  dollar 
were  lacking,  and  he  eagerly  sought  them.  Letters  of  September  and 
October  of  1949  include  somber  notes  relating  to  the  failing  health 
of  Mrs.  Eliasberg.  On  August  3,  1950,  Mehl  congratulations  Mr. 
Eliasberg  on  his  acquisition  of  the  1853-0  No  Arrows  half  dollar.  A 
letter  from  Mehl,  dated  November  15, 1950  includes  the  following, 
"In  fact,  I have  been  very  anxious  to  get  to  talk  to  you,  as  I was  in 
Tulsa  to  a little  meeting  and  I talked  to  party  who  owns  the  '73  dime 
(Kelly).  I have  learned  all  about  the  transaction  which  I think  you 
should  know  about."  Unfortunately,  the  details  are  not  revealed 
here,  but  as  Mr.  Eliasberg  had  secured  this  unique  coin  just  eight 
days  earlier,  his  collection  was  finally  complete!  The  final  piece  in 
the  lot  is  an  invitational  brochure  for  a dinner  given  in  honor  of  B. 
Max  Mehl,  Monday,  April  9, 1956.  The  file  includes  approximately 
120  pages  and  is  an  absolutely  fascinating  window  into  a decade 
of  the  friendship  between  these  two  famous  numismatists.  Historic 
and  important.

Original 
letters  and  invoices  from  leading  dealers  of  the  period  are  included  as 
are  several  interesting  inquiries  from  the  general  public  who  learned 
of  the  collection.  A survey  of  dealers  and  collectors  include  F.K.  Saab, 
D.O.  Hughes  who  reported  that  "Buffalo  nickels  are  skyrocketing” 
based  on  the  May  1946  Stack's  sale,  Celina  Coin  Company  (including 
their  Price  List  #16),  Bebee  Stamp  and  Coin  (including  their  1946  Fixed 
Price  List),  David  Bullowa,  William  Guild  (regarding  his  pattern  coin 
research  with  Dr.  Judd),  Emil  Voigt,  Gustav  Lichtenfels,  Art  Kelley 
who  offers  a "trial  or  pattern  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Confederate 
States,"  with  8x10  black  and  white  photos,  Earl  Barger  who  offers 
a selection  of  coins  from  his  collection  resulting  in  an  $831  sale  in 
1956,  C.J.  Dochkus  who  offered  a Bohemian  100  Ducats  of  Ferdinand 
III  for  $6,000,  Phillip  H.  Ward,  Jr.  who  offers  exceptional  Man-land 
coins  (the  Ward  Collection  was  sold  by  Stack's  in  1964),  Samuel  D. 
Crowe  of  Empire  Coin  Club,  Lu  Riggs,  L.R.  Davis  McKinney  and 
Edwin  Shapiro.

4129  Correspondence  archive  between  Mr.  Eliasberg  and  Clyde  Hand, 
of  Clyde  A.  Hand  & Sons  who  was  commissioned  to  create  the 
plastic  display  units  for  the  Eliasberg  Collection.  As  the  inter- 
est in  wide  display  of  the  collection  grew,  it  became  clear  that 
the  entire  collection  of  United  States  coins  should  be  uniformly 
contained  and  made  ready  for  easy  transport.  Clyde  Hand  of 
Lansing,  Illinois  was  called  upon  to  create  custom  cases  for  the 
coins.  This  file  includes  extensive  correspondence  between  1951 
and  1956  detailing  the  creation  of  the  colored  plastic  holders  that 
were  contained  in  the  wooden  display  frames.  Various  requests 
for  specific  arrangements  of  coins,  their  respective  dimensions, 
changes  to  labels,  and  other  matters  are  covered  herein.  Also  in- 
cluded are  extensive  lists  of  coins  with  descriptions  and  diameters, 
numbers  of  frames  required  and  other  details.  An  interesting  file 
detailing  a very  important  part  of  the  management  of  the  collec- 
tion that  required  considerable  attention  and  expense,  but  one  that 
is  largely  forgotten  today.  Also  included  is  a file  binder  with  27 
pages  of  drawings  illustrating  the  layout  of  the  non-gold  United 
States  coins  in  their  final  frames.

With  this  letter  and  the  remittance  that  was  enclosed,  Mr.  Elias- 
berg made  numismatic  history  in  a manner  that  no  one  is  likely  to 
ever  again.  A copy  of  the  referenced  statement  sent  to  Sol  Kaplan 
for  his  signature  is  also  included,  which  amounts  to  the  known 
pedigree  of  the  coin  at  the  time  of  sale,  and  statements  relating  to 
the  recent  price  history  and  final  sale  to  Mr.  Eliasberg  for  $4,000. 
A landmark  piece  of  correspondence  from  the  Eliasberg  archives. 
Also  included  is  Mr.  Eliasberg's  copy  of  the  letter  he  sent  to  Joseph 
Stack  along  with  payment  for  the  1853-0  No  Arrows  half  dollar 
from  the  Menjou  Sale,  noting  that  this  was  the  next  to  last  coin 
needed  to  complete  the  collection.  Finally,  two  more  letters  dated 
August  1 and  2, 1950  mention  a letter  from  "Mr.  Williams,"  likely 
a letter  relating  to  the  1873-CC  dime,  as  Charles  M.  Williams  of 
Cincinnati  was  the  previous  owner  of  the  coin.  A highly  important 
lot  documenting  the  completion  the  Eliasberg  Collection.  Less 
than  a year  before,  Abe  Kosoff  wrote  to  Mr.  Eliasberg,  "Truly,  at 
this  moment,  yours  is  the  'World's  Greatest  Collection  of  United 
States  Coins.'  The  purchases  represented  by  the  papers  of  this  lot 
sealed  the  deal,  so  to  speak,  likely  once  and  for  all.  (Total:  5 pieces) 
As  of  the  date  of  the  Adolphe  Menjou  sale  in  1950,  Louis  Eliasberg  required 
only  two  coins  to  complete  his  collection  in  all  metals,  of  all  regular-issue 
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United  States  coins,  and  both  were  to  be  offered  in  this  historic  sale.  He  trav- 
eled to  California  for  the  sale,  intent  on  securing  his  final  prizes.  The  bidding 
for  the  1873-CC  dime  was  described  as  "spirited,"  and  though  the  piece  was 
estimated  at  $1,000,  it  sold  for  $3,650  to  James  Kelly  (who  partnered  with  Sol 
Kaplan  on  it)  after  Mr.  Eliasberg  dropped  from  the  bidding,  feeling  that  the 
price  was  already  many  times  his  perception  of  the  value.  The  story  is  relayed 
in  more  detail  in  Q.  David  Bowers'  book,  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr.,  King  of  Coins. 
As  the  story  goes,  Mr.  Eliasberg  was  so  disgusted  with  not  having  secured 
the  dime,  he  did  not  bother  to  attend  the  following  day's  session  to  acquire 
the  1853-0  No  Arrows  half  dollar.  However,  Joseph  Stack  bought  it  for  him, 
bringing  him  only  one  coin  away  from  completion.  Later  in  the  year,  Sol  Kaplan 
offered  the  1873-CC  dime  for  sale,  and  at  last  the  collection  was  completed.

The  base 
bears  an  inscription  in  10  lines,  as  follows,  “Numismatic  Gallery 
Award  / Presented  to  / Mr.  Louis  Eliasberg  / in  Recognition  of 
His  / Unique  Achievement  / In  Assembling  the  / World's  Great- 
est Collection  / of  United  States  Coins  / 1951."  The  inscription 
confirms  for  all,  what  Abe  Kosoff  had  included  in  his  private  cor- 
respondence with  Mr.  Eliasberg,  that  Kosoff  now  considered  the 
Eliasberg  superior  to  the  F.C.C.  Boyd  Collection  which  his  firm 
sold  in  1945  and  1946,  as  "The  World's  Greatest  Collection."

ascinating  and  historic  file  of  correspondence  relating  to  the 
'erage  of  Mr.  Eliasberg's  collection  and  story  in  the  April  27, 
>3  edition  of  Life  magazine.  The  file  begins  with  numismatic 
icriptions  of  collection  highlights,  those  proposed  for  coverage 
:he  article.  Each  piece  is  listed  with  curatorial  notes,  and  some 


of  the  more  important  pieces  are  highlighted  by  illustrations  and 
descriptive  text  cut  from  Eliasberg  Collection  Exhibition  pamphlets 
such  as  the  1804  silver  dollar,  1870-S  three  dollars,  1822  half  eagle. 
Proof  Kellogg  $50,  the  gold  50  Zecchini  of  Venice,  and  others,  on  20 
legal-size  pages.  A handwritten  list  of  “Unique  or  Rare  Items”  was 
likely  the  first  notation  of  pieces  to  consider,  and  three  typewritten 
pages  discuss  where  emphasis  should  be  placed.  Some  of  these  are 
included  in  duplicate,  on  rice  paper.  A pair  of  original  copies  of  the 
first  Life  color  plate  are  included,  without  captions,  as  are  a pair  of  the 
final  version  apparently  taken  from  a copy  of  the  magazine.  What 
follows  is  among  the  more  fascinating  correspondence,  as  it  includes 
personal  letters  between  Mr.  Eliasberg  and  those  at  Life  who  worked 
with  him  on  the  project.  They  discuss  quality  of  photos,  commentary 
on  layout,  scheduling  for  photography,  notes  referring  to  pleasant 
visits  and  general  appreciation.  They  also  include  mentions  of  gifts, 
such  as  a 1929  quarter  eagle  and  a 1910  double  eagle  given  to  Miss 
Patsy  Parkin,  a reporter  with  Life  who  worked  closely  with  Mr.  Elias- 
berg as  the  interviewer  for  the  piece.  These  were  given  in  October 
1952,  long  before  the  final  piece  appeared  in  print  (it  was  delayed 
due  to  a piece  on  the  King  of  England's  stamp  collection!).  Upon  the 
appearance  of  the  piece,  Mr.  Eliasberg  wrote  to  the  Editor-in-Chief  of 
Life,  commending  the  efforts  of  Miss  Parkin  and  the  photographer, 
Mr.  Werner  Wolff.  Western  Union  telegraphs  to  both  parties  thank 
and  commend  them  directly.  On  April  29,  Mr.  Eliasberg  sent  Miss 
Parkin  a check  of  unknown  sum  as  a further  token  of  appreciation, 
in  order  that  she  might  purchase  "something... as  a remembrance 
of  an  outstanding  occasion..."  This  letter  continues  to  reference  a 
Life  magazine  that  was  created  by  Mr.  Eliasberg's  company,  FCA, 
in  1938  featuring  him  on  the  cover,  a humorous  piece  in  honor  of  the 
company's  third  annual  Thanksgiving  party.  On  May  8,  a similar 
check  was  sent  to  Mr.  Wolff.  Correspondence  relating  to  Christmas 
gifts  in  late  1953  close  the  file,  with  Miss  Parkin  receiving  a Ranch 
Mink  Capelet  from  Saks  Fifth  Avenue  (she  seems  to  have  refused 
the  earlier  check),  and  editor  Norman  Ross  receiving  an  Alligator 
desk  set  and  clock  from  Abercrombie  and  Fitch.  A somewhat  rough 
copy  of  the  Life  magazine  is  also  included  along  with  several  rough 
copies  of  the  color  plates  torn  from  magazines.

double  eagle  to  Louis  Eliasberg.  The  first  is  a November  8, 1956 
office  memo  that  Mr.  John  J.  Ford,  Jr.  of  New  Netherlands  Coin 
Company  called  regarding  this  rarity,  relating  that  four  pieces  were 
known  at  the  time  with  descriptions.  It  was  followed  up  with  a letter 
from  Mr.  Ford  to  Doris  Everding,  Mr.  Eliasberg's  longtime  secretary, 
noting  that  they  had  enclosed  the  fourth  known  example  for  Mr. 
Eliasberg's  consideration,  and  a copy  of  their  first  "Numisma." 

The  coin  seems  to  have  been  offered  at  $3,850,  but  was  refused  and 
returned  on  November  15.  A November  20  letter  from  Mr.  Ford  fol- 
lows, expressing  disappointment  that  Mr.  Eliasberg  refused  the  coin, 
but  reoffering  it  at  $3,500.  Further  points  of  discussion  in  the  letter 
include  electrotype  half  cents  amongst  the  duplicates  sent  for  the 
1957  New  Netherlands  auction,  and  an  ex-jewelry  1819  half  eagle. 

The  letter  closes  with  this  line  from  Ford,  "Caveat  Emptor  should  not 
be  the  motto  of  this  or  any  other  business."  On  December  14, 1956, 

Charles  Wormser  follows  up  with  an  offer  of  another,  finer  example  4444 
of  the  1861-S  Paquet  double  eagle.  On  December  18,  Mr.  Eliasberg 
again  refuses  the  offer,  noting  the  that  coin  never  interested  him 
much  but  if  one  were  to  become  available  in  the  $2,000-$2,500  range 
of  "satisfactory  condition,"  he  would  consider  it.  Mr.  Ford  writes 
back  offering  to  try  to  secure  the  coin  from  the  European  dealer  who 
had  it  for  $2,500.  On  March  17, 1958,  New  Netherlands  submitted 
a piece  to  Mr.  Eliasberg  at  $2,500  (original  invoice  included  here). 

It  was  refused  at  this  price,  the  price  was  lowered  to  $2,250.  It  was 
refused  again,  and  finally  purchased  by  Mr.  Eliasberg  at  $2,000  on 
April  22, 1958.  An  interesting  history  of  the  addition  of  this  rarity  to 
the  cabinet,  revealing  for  the  first  time  the  pedigree  and  history  of 
this  specimen.

Catalogued  by 
Dave  Bowers  and  George  Fuld  as  Fine  in  the  Garrett  Collection 
sale  in  1981,  perhaps  VF  today.  The  identity  of  this  medal's  maker 
is  not  known  with  absolute  certainty,  although  Joseph  Callender 
is  the  sensible  and  commonly  agreed  upon  choice.  Both  Paul 
Revere  and  Jacob  Perkins  of  Newburyport  have  been  suggested 
in  the  past;  Revere  is  known  to  have  prepared  the  cast  blanks 
for  the  silver  medals  and  may  have  had  a role  in  the  production 
of  planchets  for  the  copper  ones  as  well.  A copper  example  in 
the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  was  made  with  an  irregular 
edge,  and  Revere  trimmed  and  rounded  it.  That  medal,  one  of 
the  greatest  prizes  of  the  MHS,  in  the  year  of  the  Society's  found- 
ing, 1791,  is  on  exhibit  now  and  was  an  attraction  in  August 
for  visitors  from  the  nearby  American  Numismatic  Association 
Convention.  Joseph  Callender  of  Boston  was  one  of  the  engravers 
of  the  Massachusetts  cents  and  half  cents  (Perkins  was  the  other). 
Several  hundred  of  these  brand-new  coins  are  known  to  have 
been  placed  aboard  the  Columbia  even  before  they  were  released 
to  the  Massachusetts  public.  Further,  Callender's  style  is  known 
from  the  Massachusetts  copper  coins  and  from  his  work  as  a 
map  and  print  engraver.  His  "open  S"  punch  is  used  by  special- 
ists to  separate  his  dies  in  the  Massachusetts  series  from  those 
of  Perkins;  the  identical  S form  is  used  here.  Likewise,  the  long 
darting  7s  seen  on  1787  Massachusetts  cents  are  seen  here  and 
they  are  found  on  Callenders  1797  Map  of  the  World.  According 
S ™rator  Anne  Bentley  in  her  "The  Columbia-Washington 
0ftheMassach"setts  Historical  Society,  Volume 
,V  > 9),  Callender  created  the  gold  medal  presented  to  Charles 
ulfinch  as  architect  of  Boston's  Federal  Street  Theatre.  The 
me  al  was  a key  part  of  these  explorations,  inspired  by  British 
na  vigator  Captain  James  Cook,  who  distributed  medals  to  native 
chiefs  he  encountered  on  his  Pacific  voyages.

Notes  on  the  Columbia  and  Washington  Medal 

In  1787  Joseph  Barrell,  a Boston  merchant,  entered  into  a partner 
with  five  other  businessmen  to  outfit  a voyage  of  exploration  and  trade  tc 
Far  East.  John  Derby,  a Salem  shipmaster,  Charles  Bullfinch,  Jr.,  an  archi 
Captain  Crowell  Hatch,  master  of  Cambridge,  Samuel  Brown  of  Bos 
and  John  Marden  Pintard  of  the  New  York  firm  Louis  Pintard  & Comp 
capitalized  the  venture  with  $50,000  divided  into  14  shares.  Their  mu 
goal  was  to  sail  to  the  Pacific  coast,  buy  sea  otter  skins  there,  sail  th® 
Canton  and  sell  them,  and  bring  back  to  Boston  a cargo  of  tea,  chinaw 
and  silk  bought  with  the  proceeds.  The  venture  underwrote  two  voya, 
The  first,  which  lasted  from  1787  until  1790,  resulted  in  much  advert 
and  the  eventual  first  American  circumnavigation  of  the  globe.  The  sect 
more  profitable  than  the  other,  lasted  from  1790  until  1793  and  result* 
the  discovery  of  the  mouth  of  the  river  the  voyagers  named  tire  Colt® 
and  the  basis  for  the  United  States  claim  to  the  Oregon  territory.  TwovS 
were  purchased  for  the  venture.  The  Columbia  Rediviva  was  a ship  b«w 
1773  in  Marshfield,  Massachusetts.  She  mounted  12  guns  and  had  atm*® 
of  212  tons  with  a crew  of  50.  Captain  of  the  Columbia  was  John  ken  j 
of  Wareham,  Massachusetts.  During  the  Revolution,  Captain  Kendrick 
held  letters  of  marque  from  Massachusetts.  He  had  commanded  the  po 
brigantine  Fanny  in  1777,  captured  two  British  sugar  ships,  and  sold®® 
Nantes  for  400,000  livres.  In  December,  1778  he  had  commanded  the  mi 
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rigantine  privateer  Count  d’Estaing.  Two  years  later,  he  was  in  command 
t the  16  gun  brigantine  Marianne,  possibly  under  letters  of  marque  issued 
y Rhode  Island.  He  was  an  experienced  naval  officer.  The  second  vessel 
urchased  for  the  venture  was  the  Lady  Washington.  She  was  a sloop  of  90 
ins  commanded  by  Captain  Robert  Gray  of  Tiverton,  Rhode  Island.  Gray 
as  said  to  have  been  an  officer  in  the  Continental  Navy  and  also  to  have 
■rved  aboard  a privateer  during  the  war,  but  there  is  no  evidence  for  this, 
e was  selected  as  captain  of  the  Lady  Washington  because  he  was  known  to 
no  of  the  investors  (he  had  earlier  commanded  a vessel  owned  by  Crowell 
atch  and  Samuel  Brown).  The  Lady  Washington  served  as  a tender  for  the 
ilumbia.  The  two  vessels  sailed  on  September  30, 1787  from  Boston.  After 
unding  Cape  Horn  in  April  1788  the  two  vessels  separated.  The  Lady 
'ashington  reached  Oregon  first  and  spent  the  spring  and  summer  of  1788 
ong  the  coast  of  Oregon  up  to  Vancouver  Island,  exploring  and  trading 
ith  the  indigenes.

a.  Captain  Gray  in  the  Columbia  stopped  at  Honolulu  for  provisions  and 


water,  reached  China,  sold  his  cargo  of  skins  at  a disadvantage  because  of 
the  huge  business  taxes  levied  by  the  Chinese,  and  left  China  in  February 
1 790.  On  his  return  to  Boston  in  August  he  was  given  a grand  parade  through 
the  streets  as  master  of  the  first  American  vessel  to  sail  around  the  world.  In 
1790,  Joseph  Barrell  fitted  out  a second  expedition,  placing  Captain  Gray  in 
command.  By  April  1791  Gray  was  anchored  once  again  in  Nootka  Sound. 
He  and  his  crew  ruined  previously  cautious  relations  with  the  indigenes 
by  their  overbearing  racist  attitude,  the  public  flogging  for  desertion  of  an 
Hawaiian  boy  they  had  pressed  aboard  in  Honolulu  on  their  first  voyage 
in  1789,  and  a murderous  attack  on  a village  suspected  of  designs  on  the 
Americans.  In  the  course  of  all  this.  Gray  discovered  the  mouth  of  Columbia 
River  in  May  1792  and  spent  the  summer  of  1792  trading  along  the  coast.  At 
the  beginning  of  winter  Gray  stopped  back  at  Nootka  Sound  and  in  October 
set  sail  for  China.  After  stopping  once  again  in  Hawaii,  Gray  reached  Canton 
in  December,  sold  his  furs  at  a much  better  rate  than  the  first  time,  and  in 
February  1793  left  China,  reaching  Boston  in  June  1793.

As  Awarded  by  Lewis  and  Clark 


2009  Americana  sale  for  a world  record  $345,000,  making  that  medal  the  most  valuable  silver 
medal  (or  hollow  medal,  for  that  matter)  ever  sold.  The  Jefferson  Large  Size  Indian  Peace  Medal 
in  the  LaRiviere  Collection  in  2001  was  the  first  American  medal  to  surpass  the  $100,000  mark, 
and  that  medal  too  showed  a similar  level  of  wear. 

With  its  personal  connection  to  Lewis  and  Clark,  who  awarded  three  medals  of  this  size  on 
their  cross-continental  journey  of  discovery,  and  the  other  explorers  of  the  first  decade  of  the 
19th  century,  a Jefferson  Indian  Peace  medal  has  always  been  one  of  the  most  awe-inspiring 
and  romantic  American  numismatic  objects.  Now  known  to  millions  following  the  circula- 
tion of  the  Jefferson  Peace  Medal  nickels,  the  population  in  private  hands  in  this  size  remains 
steady,  around  a dozen  pieces,  though  several  also  survive  in  institutional  collections.  While 
six-figure  coins  and  medals  may  tickle  the  fancy  of  numismatists,  very  few  of  them  tell  a story 
that  finds  ready  listeners  among  the  population  at  large.  There  is  perhaps  no  object — numis- 
matic or  otherwise — that  better  communicates  the  tales  of  Lewis  and  Clark,  of  Zebulon  Pike, 
of  Thomas  Jefferson,  to  schoolchildren  and  lovers  of  American  history  more  than  a large  size 
Jefferson  Peace  Medal.  This  medal  has  long  been  cherished,  but  it  has  never  before  been  offered 
at  numismatic  auction.  The  high  bidder  will  own  not  just  a very  rare  and  valuable  medal,  but 
an  artifact  of  the  American  experience  unlike  any  other.

However,  during 
his  U.S.  exile,  Koszta  had  publicly  declared  his  intention  of  becoming  a U.S. 
citizen.  Ingraham  threatened  immediate  attack  unless  Koszta  was  released. 
The  prisoner  was  released  and  the  Austrians  demanded  an  official  apology  and 
punishment  of  the  American  Commander.  Instead,  Secretary  of  State  Marcy 
treated  the  matter  as  an  opportunity  to  assert  the  rights  of  even  intending 
American  citizens  to  full  protection  and  boldly  asserted  the  indefeasible  rights 
of  American  citizens.  The  concept  of  an  American-Austrian  naval  battle  in  a 
Turkish  port  still  fascinates  collectors.

In  our  present  catalogue,  the 
can  be  ascertained  easily  enough  by  the  photographs,  as  can 
harpness  of  the  counterstamped  impression.  It  would  be  dif- 
envision,  even  in  theory,  a numerical  system  that  would  take 
isideration  the  wear  of  the  host  coin  and  the  sharpness  of  the 
damp  at  the  same  time,  and  also  with  realization  that  in  a large 
of  instances  a well-worn  coin  is  preferred  by  numismatists! 
'cting  of  counterstamps  has  a rich  numismatic  history,  with  many 
offerings  dating  back  to  the  1860s.  Various  letters  and  articles 
blished  in  The  Numismatist  and  elsewhere.  The  July  1919  issue 
'umismatist  began  with  an  article,  “A  Trial  List  of  the  Counter- 


marked  Modern  Coins  of  the  World,"  by  Frank  G.  Duffield,  the  first  in  a 
continuing  installment  which  was  to  become  the  standard  reference  on 
the  subject  and  extend  through  many  issues  of  the  magazine,  into  1921. 
Countermarks,  or  counterstamps,  were  placed  on  coins  for  many  reasons, 
including  the  revaluation  of  a denomination,  advertising,  vandalism, 
and  personal  whim,  Duffield  noted. 

In  later  years,  counterstamps  continued  to  be  an  interesting  specialty. 
Maurice  M.  Gould  contributed  articles  on  the  subject  to  The  Numismatist 
in  the  1940s,  by  which  time  a large  fund  of  knowledge  had  reached  print, 
but  not  in  convenient  book  form.  Dave  Bowers,  who  began  collecting 
counterstamped  copper  cents  in  the  mid-1950s,  built  a file  by  searching, 
cutting,  and  pasting. 

Things  became  easier  in  the  1970s  when  a new  figure  walked  onto  the 
counterstamp  stage.  Dr.  Gregory  G.  Brunk.  With  a consummate  interest 
in  history  and  research  he  determined  to  build  a listing  of  such  pieces.  In 
the  mid-1980s  he  visited  our  offices  here  in  Wolfeboro,  New  Hampshire, 
and  spent  the  best  part  of  a week  poring  over  Dave's  collection  and 
consulting  with  him  concerning  counterstamps  in  general.  In  1987  his 
impressive  compilation,  American  and  Canadian  Countermarked  Coins,  was 
published,  and  later  was  updated  and  revised.  Today  in  2010  this  is  the 
standard  reference.  In  the  meantime,  Dave  in  1994  gave  a presentation 
on  counterstamps  at  the  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conference  hosted 
by  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  and  over  a long  period  of  time 
wrote  many  articles  on  the  subject  for  Coin  World,  The  Numismatist,  and 
other  publications. 

Though  Gregory  Brunk's  book  gives  many  attributions  as  to  the  trade 
and  location  of  counterstampers,  in  recent  times  the  advent  of  Google 
and  Google  Books  has  widened  the  field  of  discovery  greatly.  In  Google 
Books,  for  example,  many  different  early  directories  are  published,  for 
which  the  collecting  of  printed  copies  would  either  be  impossible  or  dif- 
ficult. Given  an  interesting  counterstamp  but  unattributed  as  to  location, 
the  Internet  offers  a veritable  treasure  hunt. 

The  present  collection  covers  a wide  panorama  of  counterstamps, 
arranged  in  order  by  coin  denominations.  All  are  scarce,  many  are  rare, 
others  are  extremely  rare,  and  still  others  are  unique.  As  is  so  true  of 
many  other  items  in  our  Americana  sale,  the  key  word  is  opportunity. 
Once  sold,  many  of  the  pieces  are  not  likely  to  reappear  on  the  auction 
market  for  many  years,  and  for  some,  never.

The  McKenney  counterstamp  must  have  been  a familiar  sight 
England  in  its  time,  for  perhaps  a dozen  or  so  can  be  accounted  ft 
including  various  combinations  of  punches.  Dwight  B.  Demeritt,  Jr 
of  Maine  Made  Guns  and  Their  Makers,  corresponded  with  the  write 
years  ago  concerning  McKenney,  and  in  his  book  he  illustrates  oi 
counterstamped  cents.

The  latest-dated  McKenney  coin  seen  by  the  writer  is  an  1854  cen 
ing  that  he  was  active  at  this  time  or  later.

The  firm  of  C.F.  Richardson  manufactured  tools,  most  notably  levels  for 
carpenters  and  builders.  Richardson  was  a maker  of  tools.  This  stamp,  incuse,  is  5008 

typical  of  those  used  by  tool  and  machine  makers  in  the  19th  century  to  impress 
their  names  on  metal  goods  as  well  as  wood  tools.  The  Internet  provides  many 
possibilities  today,  and  no  doubt  it  would  be  a pleasant  exercise  to  investigate 
the  history  of  the  Richardson  firm  to  the  extent  that  information  can  be  found 
there.  As  to  the  first  line  of  the  counterstamp,  the  abbreviation  probably  had 
local  significance,  possibly  a transportation  company  or  whatever,  and  might 
be  able  to  be  located  as  well.

Frederick  Meschutt  ran  an  eating  establishment  at  599  Broadway  in  New 
York  City  as  noted  in  an  1864  business  directory.  The  Brunk  reference  notes 
Meschutt  also  issued  white  metal  discs  stamped  with  his  particulars  as  well  as 
numerals;  these  probably  served  as  hat  and  coat  checks  or  something  similar. 
His  counterstamps  are  found  on  numerous  dates  in  the  large  cent  series  as 
well  as  on  two  reales  Spanish-American  pieces  and  other  world  coins.The 
stamper,  proprietor  Frederick  Meschutt,  found  that  the  logotype  punch  was 
best  impressed  upon  well-worn  large  cents  with  fairly  smooth  surfaces,  as  is 
evidenced  by  surviving  pieces.  Most  coins  observed  have  the  counterstamp 
sharp  but  the  host  coin  worn  nearly  smooth,  indicating  that  the  stamp  was 
applied  to  a well-worn  coin.  Had  the  stamp  been  applied  to  a sharply  defined 
coin  which  then  spent  years  in  circulation  after  having  been  stamped,  the 
counterstamp  would  be  worn  away  to  a greater  extent  than  is  evident.  This 
rationale  has  many  other  counterparts  in  this  specialty,  most  familiarly  with 
smoothly  worn  Spanish-American  two-reales  silver  coins. 

The  Meschutt  counterstamp  is  one  of  the  most  familiar  and  most  desired. 
The  presently  offered  example  will  be  much  appreciated  by  its  next  owner.  As 
more  and  more  information  becomes  available  on  the  Internet,  in  time  it  will 
probably  be  the  case  that  old  New  York  City  newspapers  will  be  available  for 
free  access — and  more  will  be  learned  about  him.

Brunk  quotes  the  1840  Census  that 
reports  a Nelson  J.  Tracy  in  LeRoy,  New  York,  while  the  1860  Census  lists  an 
N.J.  Tracy  as  a carpenter  in  Westminster,  Vermont.  No  positive  Proof  links  the 
issuer  to  either  of  those  Census  listings,  however.

The  Bolivar  House  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  was  managed  by  Wil- 
liam Carels  from  1828  to  1848.  Counterstamps  are  also  known  for  Carel's 
restaurant,  which  occupied  the  same  address  in  Philadelphia.  According  to 
Rich  Hartzog,  these  counterstamps  were  from  the  hub  die  made  for  the  Bolivar 
House  brass  tokens  of  the  era.

R.  FLANAGAN'S  PUNCH  on  host 
reverse.  Host  coin  Fair-2.  Medium  golden  gray  with  slate  high- 
lights around  Liberty's  portrait.  R.  FLANAGAN'S  arches  above 
PUNCH  and  a cocktail  glass  with  stirrer,  112  N.  6TH  ST  curves 
below.  A neat  counterstamp  from  a Philadelphia  merchant,  a fa- 
mous issuer  with  an  especially  desirable  counterstamp  illustrating 

objects  in  addition  to  displaying  lettering. 

Robert  Flanagan  operated  Lyon's  Hotel  at  112  North  Sixth  Street  in  Phila- 
delphia circa  1837.  The  bar  was  called  the  Vulcan  Hall,  and  Flanagan's  Punch 
was  the  "house"  drink  according  to  Rulau.  Interestingly  enough,  the  1807 
quarter  offered  here  is  the  sole  U.S.  host  coin  listed  in  the  Brunk  reference; 
the  usual  host  for  this  counterstamp  is  a Spanish-American  two  reales.  This 
would  have  been  counterstamped  prior  to  1860,  when  such  coins  were  Legal 
Tender  in  the  United  States  (a  provision  repealed  by  the  Act  of  February  21, 
1857,  effective  two  years  later,  but  given  a six-month  extension).  Contemporary 
sources  reveal  that  in  the  1850s  the  Spanish  coins  were  much  more  plentiful 
than  were  federal  quarters.  The  former  were  ideal  for  counterstamping  as 
the  surfaces  were  smoothed  by  wear,  permitting  imprints  to  be  read  easily.

By  1855  his  address  was  at  169  Chatham  Street 
in  New  York  City,  while  his  residence  was  at  107  East  89th  Street.  Brunk  also 
suggests  that  he  may  have  been  a currency  dealer,  that  supposition  based  on 
a broken  bank  note  stamped  J.M.  TAYLOR  / BROKER  / 169  / CHATHAM 
SQUARE  / N.Y.  Brunk  also  notes  that  Taylor  did  not  appear  in  business  di- 
rectories after  1856  though  he  was  listed  in  the  1860  Census.  Counterstamps 
from  this  prolific  issuer  are  known  on  U.S.  quarters  and  half  dollars,  but  are 
typically  found  on  Spanish-American  two  reales  host  coins.

Beginning  in  1854  the  Great  Western  Railway  began  service  between 
"Detroit  and  the  Niagara  Frontiers."  After  crossing  to  Detroit  at  Windsor, 

Ontario,  passengers  could  board  the  Michigan  Central  and  travel  all  the  way 
to  Chicago.  A year  later,  the  Great  Western  extended  its  services  to  Toronto. 

It  merged  a few  years  later  and  by  1884  was  part  of  the  Canadian  National 
system.  Windsor,  Ontario,  was  the  original  termination  point  owing  to  its 
strategic  location  across  the  river  from  Detroit.  The  Brunk  reference  notes  that 
a reporter  of  the  time  noted  that  the  railroad  could  be  used  to  bring  British 
troops  to  defend  Ontario  Province,  if  it  was  invaded  by  Americans.

On  1855-S  Quarter

on  HOST  obverse.  Host  coin  VG.  Lustrous  deep  golden  gray  with 
rose  highlights.  Counterstamp  inverted  near  center  of  obverse. 

A rarity  from  Sacramento,  CA  where  Dr.  Light  plied  his  trade. 
Numismatically  important  as  well,  as  it  is  struck  on  an  issue  from 
the  first  year  of  the  denomination  at  San  Francisco.  The  Light 
counterstamp  is  known  on  a Wass,  Molitor  & Co.  $10  dated  1852, 
and  on  a Moffat  & Co.  $5  of  1850. 

Dr.  William  W.  Light  hailed  from  Bethel,  Ohio.  He  ventured  to  California 
from  New  Orleans  on  August  1, 1849  aboard  the  Von  Humboldt.  He  formed  a 
partnership  in  dentistry  with  H.H.  Pierson,  who  also  counterstamped  coins. 

Light  and  Pierson  both  worked  for  J.S.  Ormsby  & Co.,  and  were  instrumental 


in  that  firm  s private  gold  coin  issues;  Light  cut  the  dies  and  Pierson  was  that 
firm  s clerk.  In  his  History  of  Sacramento  County,  Winfield  Davis  wrote:  "He 
found  employment  almost  immediately  with  the  Ormsbys  who  had  set  up  a 
mint  and  were  coining  gold.  Not  knowing  how  to  do  the  annealing,  however, 
they  were  making  bad  work  of  it,  and  were  glad  to  employ  the  Dr.  at  $5  a 
day,  to  superintend  the  work,  but  he  shortly  after  quit  that  situation  and  went 
mining.  The  May  5,  1877  edition  of  the  San  Jose  Pioneer  had  the  following  to 
say  about  W.W.  Light  and  the  Ormsby  firm:  "This  establishment,  which  was 
located  on  K Street,  just  below  the  site  of  the  Golden  Eagle,  did  an  extensive 
business,  the  miners  bringing  dust  to  be  coined  forming  a line  and  await- 
ing their  regular  turns.  The  gold  was  melted  there,  and  without  alloy,  as  it 
came  from  the  mine,  cast  into  bars,  rolled  into  strips,  the  rollers  used  for  this 
purpose  being  still  in  the  possession  of  Dr.  Light,  a leading  dental  surgeon 
of  San  Francisco,  who  was  the  chief  operator  of  the  establishment  at  a salary 
of  $50  per  diem."

The  son  of  a shoemaker,  James  Lozier  Polhemus  was  bom  in  New  York  City 
in  1825  and  raised  in  Paterson,  New  Jersey.  News  of  the  Gold  Rush  reached 
Polhemus  early;  he  took  the  Orpheus  from  New  York  and  arrived  in  California 
in  1849.  His  first  pharmacy  was  across  the  street  from  the  Magnolia  Saloon, 
August  1850,  after  which  he  moved  to  190  J Street  in  December,  remaining 
there  until  his  passing  in  1866.  His  wife  continued  the  business  until  1874. 
In  his  lifetime,  Polhemus  was  known  as  the  "Oldest  Established  Legitimate 
Druggist  in  the  City,  open  all  night,  selling  on  a cash  basis,  and  at  cost  to 
indigents."  A prolific  counterstamper,  Polhemus  stamped  nearly  all  the  coins 
that  passed  through  his  business,  including  many  gold  coins.  Indeed,  at  least 
three  double  eagles  with  his  counterstamp  are  known,  two  of  those  recovered 
from  the  wreck  of  the  S.S.  Central  America.

Later  Thomas  White  operated  the 
business  until  1873,  when  it  became  the  White  Tea  Co.  Located  at  51  West 
Market  Square,  during  the  1870s  the  company  advertised:  "We  receive  all  our 
goods  from  Ar-Showe  & Co.,  of  Boston.  Mr.  R.  Showe  is  a native  of  China, 
and  was  brought  up  in  the  Tea  Trade  in  Canton,  and  is  perfectly  familiar 
with  the  growth  and  cultivation  of  tea.  He  is  constantly  receiving  fine,  fresh, 
and  pure  teas  from  Canton,  and  will  furnish  it  to  his  patrons  free  from  the 
adulterations  that  it  is  subject  to  in  the  American  markets,  at  less  prices  than 
mixed  teas  are  sold  for."

Known 
locally  as  the  "master  clockmaker  of  Westfield,"  after  his  death  in  1819,  a street 
was  named  in  his  honor  in  that  town.

In  1834  he  began  sell- 
ing Panacea,  advertising  in  the  1835  to  1842  Baltimore  business  directories  that 
it  was  prepared  solely  from  vegetable  matter.  An  individual  bottle  was  priced  at 
$1.50,  though  Houck  stated  a liberal  discount  would  be  given  to  those  buying  for 
resale.  Later  in  life  his  shop  was  located  at  number  16  at  the  comer  of  German  and 
Hanover  streets.  Henry  Houck  became  the  proprietor  of  the  firm  circa  1851 . Form- 
ing a date  run  of  this  particular  counterstamp  can  be  an  interesting  exercise  and 
has  been  engaged  in  by  several  Capped  Bust  half  dollar  specialists.  Quite  a long 
time  ago  we  acquired  one  of  the  earlier  collections,  that  formed  by  Stew  Witham.

An  1829  advertisement  in  the  North 
Carolina  Journal  noted  that  he  "had  commenced  the  Tin  Business  in  Fayetteville,  a 
few  doors  east  of  Messrs  Hall  and  Johnson."  Martine  sold  brazier's  copper,  copper 
and  tin  wear,  and  other  items,  and  offered  to  buy  old  copper  and  pewter  at  his 
location.

He  abandoned  his  own  circus  in 
the  South  following  John  Brown's  raid  on  Harper's  Ferry  in  1859,  no  doubt 
owing  to  southern  resentment  of  anything  called  "Yankee."  A lengthv  obituary 
appeared  in  the  September  13, 1884  Neiv  York  Clipper.  An  entire  chapter  about 
him  can  be  found  in  Dave  Bowers'  book.  More  Adventures  With  Rare  Coins.  This 
particular  "free  ticket"  was,  of  course,  a pun — it  cost  a half  dollar  to  buy  one, 
as  these  coins  circulated  at  face  value.

Kansas  Territory  was  formed  in  1854 
and  ceased  to  exist  in  1861  when  the  territory  became  a state.  With  this  in 
mind  we  can  make  a point  for  Frazer's  counterstamps  being  issued  before  the 
Civil  War.  Indeed,  Brunk  notes  that  the  latest  coin  found  with  one  of  Frazer's 
stamps  was  minted  in  1858.  The  Brunk  reference  notes  two  host  half  dollars 
for  this  issuer,  1855  and  1858,  but  makes  no  mention  of  the  1854  Arrows 
half  dollar  offered  here.

Featuring  The  Patriot  Collection:  Medals  of  Washington  and  Lafayette 

Washington  medals  were  the  most  popular  collecting  area  in  the  pioneer  days  of  U.S.  numismatics.  Most 
auction  price  realization  records  were  held  by  Washington  pieces  through  most  of  the  19th  century,  and  only 
the  1893  publication  of  Augustus  G.  Heaton's  A Treatise  on  the  United  States  Branch  Mints,  later  nicknamed  "Mint 
Marks"  shifted  collector  emphasis  seemingly  permanently  onto  U.S.  Federal  coinage  by  date  and  mintmark. 

Since  the  1980s,  interest  in  Washington  Medals  has  revived.  Publication  of  the  modern  revision  of  William  S. 
Baker's  Medallic  Portraits  of  Washington  by  Russell  Rulau  and  Dr.  George  Fuld  proved  a far-reaching  stimulus. 
Auction  activity  going  back  to  Q.  David  Bowers'  sale  of  the  Stanley  Scott  Collection  and  the  great  Garrett  family 
holdings;  the  launching  of  Stack's  Americana  Sales,  the  Gilbert  Steinberg  and  John  J.  Ford  Jr.  Collections  has 
accelerated  the  growth  of  interest  in  Washingtoniana. 

Interest  in  medals  relating  to  Marie  Joseph  Paul  Yves  Roche  Gilbert  du  Motier,  Marquis  de  Lafayette  faces 
a similar  renaissance.  Medals  of  this  heroic  young  French  nobleman-volunteer  with  Washington's  staff  are  not 
as  numerous  as  those  of  his  American  patron,  and  interest  has  been  slower  to  build,  thanks  to  the  scarcity  of 
usable  literature.  Out  of  print  is  P.  Olivier's  Iconographie  metallique  du  General  Lafayette,  Historical  Documents  of 
the  Institut  Frangais  de  Washington  (Paris  and  Baltimore,  1933).  Slightly  more  accessible  is  Melvin  and  George 
Fuld,  "Medallic  Memorials  to  Lafayette,"  The  Numismatist,  September  1957. 

The  collection  offered  below  is  rich  in  classic  Washington  medals  including  the  Joseph  Sansom  issues,  several  ex- 
amples of  the  Jacques  Manly  Medal,  Twigg,  Eccleston  and  Voltaire  medals  including  a dramatic  double  strike  of  this 
latter  classic.  This  sale  also  offers  as  panorama  of  tine  mid-19th  century  medals  from  the  heyday  of  the  series  created  by 
such  engravers  as  Robert  Lovett  Jr.  and  his  brother  George  Hampden  Lovett,  Joseph  Merriam  and  John  Adams  Bolen. 

Medals  of  Lafayette  open  with  the  famous  portrait  pieces  of  the  French  Revolution,  the  Paris  National  Guard 
Commandant  and  Avenger  of  Liberty  in  Two  Worlds  issues,  along  with  the  Idolatry  and  Hatred  Medals  comment- 
ing on  the  fast-changing  emotions  of  the  Paris  mob  toward  Lafayette.  Medals  of  Lafayette's  1824-1825  American 
visit  are  well  represented,  followed  by  a rich  run  of  medals  marking  his  role  in  the  July  Revolution  of  1830. 

It  was  then  that  he  seated  Louis  Philippe,  Due  d'Orleans  on  a new  constitutional  throne.  High  quality,  small- 
diameter  medals  recall  his  statesmanship  in  the  stirring  days  of  July  1830.  Medals  marking  his  death  include  the  rare 
1834  Polish  Mourning  Medals  by  Wladislas  Oleszczynski  that  are  seldom  found  today,  all  in  splendid  preservation. 

Whether  a collector's  interest  lies  in  Washingtoniana  or  Lafayette,  the  September  Americana  Sale  offers  a 
greater  number  and  variety  of  these  medals  than  has  been  seen  in  several  years.

A superb  example  of  the  Manly  medal,  coined  during  the  first 
year  of  Washington's  presidency.  Sedate  slate  gray  surfaces  are 
lively  and  glossy,  smooth  on  both  sides  with  only  the  most  minor 
of  marks.  The  portrait  is  well  defined,  in  its  usual  high  relief,  and 
shows  no  defects.  The  rims  are  fairly  sound  and  the  planchet  was 
well  made.  Oddly,  the  innermost  circle  at  the  reverse  periphery 
appears  added  after  striking  and  affects  the  final  S in  ARMIES  - 
we  can't  explain  the  phenomenon  other  than  to  note  its  existence 
and  add  that  it  does  not  look  to  be  done  in  modern  times. 

The  Manly  medal  is  multiple  times  rarer  in  white  metal  than  in  the  usu- 
ally seen  bronze  composition.  George  Fuld,  in  his  October  2008  Numismatist 
article,  documents  19  different  specimens  in  white  metal,  while  surmising  that 
"more  than  100  copies  of  Baker-61  are  known  in  bronze."  For  one  in  gold,  a 
numismatist  best  head  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  for  a chance  to 
view  the  Appleton  specimen.  This  ranks  among  the  best  white  metal  examples 
we've  seen  and  would  make  a fine  addition  to  any  advanced  cabinet.

The  identity  of  Twigg  was  long  regarded  as  a mystery  by  researchers 
blinkered  by  tunnel  vision  limiting  them  to  the  U.S.  field.  At  the  November 
1999  American  Numismatic  Society  Conference  on  Coinage  of  the  Americas 
researcher  David  T.  Alexander  demonstrated  that  Twigg  was  a popular 
English  medalist  with  several  other  works  listed  in  Lawrence  Brown,  British

As 
noted  below,  this  medal  has  an  excellent  context  in  the  heart  of  the 
Revolutionary  War  and  the  Enlightenment,  the  first  of  the  thousands 
of  Washington  medals  to  follow  and  a great  historical  souvenir.  The 
present  specimen  is  as  nice  as  most  collectors  could  ever  hope  for. 

The  production  of  this  medal  was  announced  in  the  London  Chronicle  of 
April  16, 1778,  where  a piece  was  published  noting: 

A medal  has  lately  been  struck  at  Paris,  by  direction  of  Mr.  Voltaire,  in 
honour  of  Gen.  Washington:  on  one  side  is  the  bust  of  the  General  with  this 
inscription;  "G.  Washington,  Esq;  Commander  of  the  Continental  Army  in 
America:"  the  reverse  is  decorated  with  emblems  of  war,  and  the  following 
inscription:  "Washington  reunit  par  un  rare  assemblage  Des  talents  du  Guer- 
rier  & des  vertus  du  sage." 

The  reverse  inscription  translates  to  "Washington  brings  together  the 
rare  combination  of  the  talents  of  a warrior  with  the  virtue  of  a sage,"  an  En- 
lightnment  ideal  penned  by  the  leading  author  of  the  French  Enlightenment.

Kneass  is  known 
to  have  cut  the  dies  for  one  other  medal,  the  Columbia  College 
piece  (Julian  SC-18).  He  redesigned  the  dies  for  the  half  dimes  of 
1829-1837;  quarter  eagle  (1834-1839)  and  half  eagle  (1834-1838). 
Apparently  the  Kneass  Washington  portrait  was  preserved  at 
the  Mint  after  his  death  and  was  pressed  into  service  to  create 
another  Washington  medal  for  sale  to  the  collecting  public  by 
irrepressible  Mint  Director  James  Ross  Snowden.  The  reverse 
was  created  by  Paquet  and  a form  of  the  medal  was  long  on  the 
Mint  List  with  a wholly  different  Houdon-style  bust  presum- 
ably also  the  work  of  Paquet.  The  Kneass  likeness  was  called 
"the  curious,  small  Washington  bust"  in  earlier  medal  literature. 
Examples  were  struck  in  silver  and  copper  bronzed,  and  accord- 
ing to  Russell  Rulau,  no  more  than  10  to  12  are  known  in  gold. 
Strikes  in  this  most  precious  metal  could  then  be  ordered  in  the 
1850-1870  era  by  private  citizens  who  provided  their  own  gold 
for  the  purpose.  By  definition  only  the  most  wealthy  and  well- 
connected  collectors  could  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity. 
The  present  gleaming  Proof  must  rank  among  surviving  gold 
examples.

Sears,  also  a doctor  and  also  a 
Maryland  man,  died  in  1927  after  a long  career  at  the  University 
of  Maryland  School  of  Medicine.  This  is  the  first  20th-century  Cin- 
cinnati diploma  we  have  seen.  It  is  possible  that  they  are  scarcer 
than  the  18th-century  originals,  which  have  mostly  survived  due 
to  the  value  (then  and  now)  of  a George  Washington  autograph.

After  emerging  as  a national  hero  in  the  early  stages  of  the  revolution, 
Lafayette  was  consumed  in  its  increasing  chaos.  The  Jacobins  denounced  him 
as  a traitor  in  the  fighting  against  Austria  and  Lafayette  fled,  only  to  become 
an  Austrian  state  prisoner  until  1797.

This  identi- 
cal item,  unique,  was  featured  by  Dave  Bowers  in  Coin  World  in 
September  2009,  an  excerpt  of  which  is  given  below.  Dave  gave 
this  as  an  example  of  the  low  cost  (truly)  of  an  absolutely  unique 
item,  combining  a historic  counterstamp  with  a Mint  error.  The  fact 
he  paid  what  he  did  was  intended  to  surprise  Coin  World  readers, 
who  are  more  used  to  regular  dates  and  mintmarks. 

In  his  1827  book,  The  Description  of  the  City  of  New  York,  James  Hardie 
included  this: 

"I  now  come  to  an  event  which  will  long  be  remembered  with  pleasure 
by  the  inhabitants  of  this  metropolis.  On  Sunday  15th  August,  General  La- 
Fayette,  who  had  for  some  time  been  anxiously  looked  for,  arrived  at  Staten 
Island,  where  he  remained  at  the  mansion  of  his  excellency  the  late  Daniel 
D.  Tompkins,  then  vice  president  of  the  United  States,  till  the  day  following, 
when  he  made  his  public  entrance  into  this  city. 

"He  landed  at  Castle  Garden  amidst  the  acclamations  of  many  thousands, 
the  ringing  of  bells,  and  the  firing  of  cannons.  All  the  merchant  and  coasting 
vessels  in  our  harbour  hoisted  their  colors,  and  the  ships  of  war,  packets  and 
numerous  steam  boats,  were  decorated  with  flags  of  different  nations  in  the 
most  elegant  manner.  In  short,  no  demonstration  of  joy,  which  the  ingenuity  of 
our  citizens  could  invent,  was  wanting  to  express  the  pleasure  which  was  so 
generally  felt  on  the  arrival  of  this  veteran  hero.. . . After  tarrying  a short  time 
at  Castle  Garden,  he  was  escorted  to  the  City  Hall,  where  he  was. . . addressed 
in  a very  appropriate  speech  by  the  Hon.  Wm.  Paulding,  Junr.,  then  mayor,  to 
which  he  made  an  affectionate  and  very  suitable  reply...." 

For  the  occasion,  Joseph  Lewis  made  dies  that  were  used  to  counterstamp 
many  copper  cents  and  at  least  one  dime.  That  particular  dime,  shown  above, 
has  survived  to  the  present  day.  Worn,  holed. ..and  counterstamped — problems 
galore!  No  doubt  uncertifiable.  How  could  anyone  love  it?  Let  alone  pay  $2,500! 
But — Eureka! — it  came  certified  in  an  NGC  holder!

Navy  under  Catherine  II.  Jealousy  of  other  officers  led  to  his  resignation  and 
return  to  France,  where  he  died  of  Bright's  disease  in  1792.  He  was  embalmed, 
packed  in  three  caskets  and  buried  in  a Paris  cemetery  pending  shipment  of 
his  body  to  the  U.S.  The  cemetery  was  abandoned  and  built  over  and  in  1905 
the  U.S.  government  authorized  tunneling  under  a square  in  Paris  until  Jones' 
casket  was  found.  Following  an  autopsy,  Jones  body  was  returned  to  the  U.S. 
and  entombed  at  the  U.S.  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis.

The  Athens  and  1900  Paris  Games  enjoyed  increasing  success  and  set 
the  tradition  of  Olympic  medals.  The  decision  to  hold  the  Games  of  the  III  Olympiad  (the  four-year 
interval  culminating  in  the  next  Games)  in  distant  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  in  conjunction  with  the  Loui- 
siana Purchase  Exposition  (LPE)  was  the  kiss  of  death  to  the  dignity  of  the  Games.  Handled  by  the 
"Director  of  Exhibits"  in  an  expo  back  closet  called  the  Physical  Culture  Department,  the  Games  were 
totally  overshadowed  by  the  World's  Fair.  Only  554  athletes  from  11  countries  appeared.  American 
marathon  runner  Fred  Lorz  came  in  first  only  to  be  disqualified  on  a technicality  of  being  followed  in 
an  auto.  His  countryman  Ray  Ewry  triumphed  in  the  broad  and  high  jump  and  the  hop-skip-jump, 
triumphing  from  a standing  start.  The  first  gold  medals  were  awarded  at  St.  Louis,  and  the  23  German 
athletes  garnered  five  gold,  five  silver  and  five  bronze  medals.  See  Josef  Eberhardt,  Olympiamunzen 
und  Medaillen  von  der  Antike  bis  zur  Neuzeit,  1980.  This  bronze  octagonal  medal  in  its  unpretentious 
orange  cardboard  box  is  one  of  the  great  rarities  in  a 114-year  series  and  is  almost  never  encountered. 
A lightly  circulated  example  without  a box  realized  $16,730  in  an  April  2009  auction.  In  its  higher 
grade  and  original  box,  the  perfromance  of  medal  offered  here  will  undoubtedly  be  more  spectacular.

The  famous  sentiment  on  the  inscription  was  used  years  later  on  certain 
varieties  of  Civil  War  tokens.  "Not  one  cent"  was  a defense  against  any  sugges- 
tion that  such  pieces  were  official  and  thus  in  competition  with  federal  coins. 
The  Tilden  Collection  was  sold  in  a fixed  price  list  by  Kenneth  W.  Rendell 
in  the  late  1950s.  It  had  been  gathered  decades  earlier  by  one  of  America's 
most  prominent  numismatists.  The  entire  matter  was  rather  curious,  as  the 
Tilden  Collection  had  been  purchased  intact  by  Donald  Miller,  who  extracted 
certain  desired  pieces,  but  did  not  upgrade  his  own  collection  by  taking  out 
Tilden  coins  that  were  in  higher  grades  than  his.

Recently,  our  own  Dave  Bowers  has  suggested  that 
Bushnell  may  not  have  had  much,  if  anything,  to  do  with  the  making  of 
these  delicacies  and  that  credit  should  really  go  to  dealer  J.N.T.  Levick 
and  numismatic  notable  Henry  Davenport.  Dave  Bowers  and  John  J.  Ford 
had  many  discussions  on  the  so-called  "Bushnell"  pieces  years  ago.  Ford 
thought  that  Bushnell  had  them  struck,  and  then  buried  them  in  the  earth 
or  some  other  substance  to  "age"  them,  making  them  appear  used.  This 
was  done  to  various  pieces,  apparently  before  they  were  introduced  to  the 
market.  All  Bushnell  pieces  are  exceedingly  rare,  and  often  a span  of  years 
will  elapse  between  offerings.

Dr.  Lewis  Feuchtwanger.  We  have  heard  the  name  of  Feuchtw  ai 
any  times  in  connection  with  the  merchants  tokens  that  \\  ere  issut 
e Hard  Times  period,  but  there  has  been  available  very  little  mt 
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concerning  the  man  who  invented  the  metal  which  is  now  variously  known 
as  American  silver,  Feuchtwanger  composition,  or  German  silver. 

I am  now  able  to  present  a few  facts  concerning  Dr.  Feuchtwanger  that  are 
not  generally  known,  although  there  are  still  quite  a number  of  points  concern- 
ing him,  and  the  metal  he  introduced  in  this  country,  that  require  explanation. 

In  my  search  for  information  regarding  Dr.  Feuchtwanger  I have  been  aided 
by  Mr.  Albert  U.  Todd,  now  President  of  the  firm  of  L.  Feuchtwanger  & Co.,  of 
54  Fulton  Street,  New  York  City,  to  whom  I wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks. 

Dr.  Lewis  Feuchtwanger  was  born  at  Furth,  near  Nuremburg,  Germany, 
in  1807.  He  was  a graduate  of  Heidelberg  University,  and  in  his  student  days 
was  a noted  and  successful  duellist.  It  is  said  that  he  fought  no  less  than  nine 
duels,  in  each  of  which  he  was  the  victor.  The  story  is  told  that  the  only  serious 
wound  he  received  in  these  encounters  was  that  from  a Prince  with  whom  he 
was  fighting  a duel,  who,  infuriated  by  the  mastery  of  Dr.  Feuchtwanger,  let 
his  passions  get  the  better  of  him  and  struck  the  Doctor  while  his  guard  was 
down,  and  in  consequence  disgraced  himself. 

It  is  not  known  in  what  year  Dr.  Feuchtwanger  came  to  this  country,  but 
evidently  it  was  some  time  in  the  late  twenties.  He  was  a constant  contribu- 
tor to  scientific  magazines,  the  earliest  of  his  writings  that  I have  been  able 
to  find  being  a paper  on  arsenic,  written  for  Silliman's  American  Journal  of 
Science  and  Arts  in  1831. 

It  was  in  1831  that  we  find  the  first  mention  of  the  Feuchtwanger  com- 
position, which  no  doubt  was  created  before  he  came  to  this  country.  On  a 
consignment  of  this  metal  from  abroad  Dr.  Feuchtwanger  was  compelled  to 
pay  the  Custom  House  duty  on  silver,  the  Inspectors  not  knowing  the  differ- 
ence. Undoubtedly  he  was  the  first  to  introduce  his  metal,  or  German  silver,  to 
the  United  States,  and  was  the  first  manufacturer  of  the  metal  in  this  country. 

It  seems  that  in  1831  he  engaged  in  the  drug  business  at  3 77  Broadway, 
where  he  remained  until  1836,  inclusive,  and  while  at  that  address  he  exploited 
his  new  metal.  At  this  time  he  issued  a store  card  bearing  the  address  of  "377 
Broadway,"  a reproduction  of  which  is  shown  here.  In  1834, 1835,  and  1836  he 
was  awarded  silver  medals  by  the  American  Institute  for  the  crude  material 
and  for  his  exhibition  of  over  a hundred  different  useful  articles  composed 
of  the  metal. 

In  1837  he  moved  to  No.  2 Cortlandt  Street,  at  the  corner  of  Broadway,  and  5763 
the  Directory  gives  his  business  as  "chemist  and  manufacturer  of  American 
silver  composition."  It  was  while  he  was  at  this  address  that  he  issued  the 
store  card  bearing  his  name  and  the  inscription,  "No.  2 Cortlandt  Street,"  and 
it  was  also  here  that  he  had  struck  the  one  and  different  varieties  of  three-cent 
pieces  in  his  metal,  which  are  now  so  well  known  and  esteemed  by  the  col- 
lectors of  Hard  Times  tokens. 

On  September  13,  1837,  he  petitioned  Congress  to  adopt  his  metal  as  a 
substitute  for  copper  for  the  purposes  of  minor  coinage. 

The  matter  of  this  new  metal  came  to  the  attention  of  Senator  Thomas  H. 

Benton,  who  wrote  to  the  Director  of  the  Mint  Patterson  for  expert  information 
in  regard  to  its  merits.  The  following  letter  in  reply  from  Director  Patterson 
is  dated  Jan.  4, 1838: 

"I  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  letter  of  the  14th  of  October,  accompanied 
by  a "memorial  of  Lewis  Feuchtwanger,  praying  Congress  to  substitute  his 
invention,  called  German  silver,  in  place  of  the  copper  coinage  of  the  United 
States."  On  this  memorial  you  ask  my  opinion,  to  be  laid  before  the  Committee 
on  Finance  of  the  Senate,  at  the  present  session.  I have  accordingly  given  to 
the  matter  my  full  consideration,  and  have  been  led  to  form  an  opinion  unfa- 
vorable to  the  project  of  Dr.  Feuchtwanger  for  reasons  which  I now  proceed 
respectfully  to  lay  before  you. 

"7th.  The  last  objection  that  I shall  state  is  the  uncertainty  in  the  price 
of  the  German  silver.  Reckoning  copper  at  25  cents  a pound,  zinc  at  5 cents,  5764 
and  nickel  at  75  cents,  the  materials  entering  into  a pound  (avoirdupois)  of 
Henninger's  argentan  would  cost  28  cents,  and  of  the  Chinese  packfong, 
analyzed  by  Engstom,  only  24  cents.  Now,  our  copper  planchets  cost  us  32 
cents  per  pound,  and  if  the  above  estimate,  from  the  ingredients,  gives  even 
an  approximation  to  the  true  value  of  German  silver,  the  only  advantage 
promised  from  its  substitution  for  copper  in  coinage  is  without  foundation,  for 
the  weight  of  the  coins  could  not  be  diminished.  I know  that  the  best  imported 
German  silver  costs  much  more  than  the  above  estimate,  but  we  cannot  infer 
from  this  the  price  at  which  it  could  be  made  here  on  a large  scale.  Indeed,  if 
the  project  of  Dr.  Feuchtwanger  should  be  adopted,  a great  difficulty  would 
be  presented  in  determining  the  just  weight  to  be  given  to  the  new  coins.  This 
specimen  cent,  which  weighs  46  grains,  would,  at  28  cents  a pound  for  the 
metal,  be  worth  less  than  one-fifth  of  a cent,  and  to  be  of  the  professed  value 
would  require  the  metal  to  be  worth  $1.52  per  pound.  The  memorial  of  Dr. 
Feuchtwanger  seems  to  imply  that  the  German  silver  is  his  invention,  and 
to  suppose  that,  on  this  ground,  he  is  to  have  a preference,  at  least,  if  not  a 
monopoly,  for  the  supply  of  the  mint.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  state 
that  there  is  no  just  foundation  for  either  of  these  claims. 

"On  the  whole,  it  is  my  decided  opinion  that  it  would  not  be  proper  to 
abandon  our  copper  coinage  in  favor  of  the  proposed  substitute,  and  \ ou 


will  observe  that,  in  presenting  this  opinion,  I have  not  thought  if  necessary 
to  bring  to  your  view  the  many  advantages  belonging  to  the  copper  coinage, 
its  profit  to  the  Government,  (the  only  pecuniary  offset  to  the  expense  of  the 
Mint),  the  hold  which  it  has  on  the  habits  of  the  people,  and  the  loss  which 
would  be  sustained  by  its  suppression,  or  the  confusion  which  would  arise 
from  a double  circulation  of  the  same  class." 

This  makes  quite  clear  why  the  Feuchtwanger  metal  was  not  adopted,  a 
question  which  has  often  suggested  itself  when  one  has  noted  the  splendid 
manner  in  which  the  tokens  composed  of  Feuchtwanger  metal  have  withstood 
the  progress  of  time. 

After  the  rejection  of  his  metal  for  coinage  purposes  Dr.  Feuchtwanger 
does  not  seem  to  have  paid  much  attention  to  it,  but  rather  devoted  himself  to 
the  drug  and  chemical  business,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  most  prominent 
exponents  of  his  day.  In  1839  he  was  located  at  7 Gold  Street;  in  1840  he  was 
at  320  Broadway,  as  "apothecary  and  operative  chemist."  In  1842-3  his  address 
was  1 1 /2  Wall  Street,  and  later  in  the  year  2 Wall  Street.

The  fields  are 
reflective  and  the  surfaces  simply  outstanding  for  a copper  coin 
of  this  era.  Naturally,  the  demand  for  this  token  was  immediate 
and  widespread  due  to  the  finely  engraved  naked  woman  on  the 
obverse.  Collectors  eagerly  sought  these  out  since  Bushnell's  1859 
publication  of  his  An  Arrangement  of  Tradesman's  Cards,  Political 
Tokens,  also  for  the  Last  Sixty  years,  Described  from  the  Originals, 
Chiefly  in  the  Collection  of  the  Author.  Numismatists  with  an  eye 
for  beauty  latched  onto  these  Beck's  Public  Baths  tokens  at  an 
early  time.  Demand  has  always  exceeded  supply  since  they  were 
first  noticed  in  Bushnell's  early  reference.  Despite  modest  price 
listings,  high-grade  examples  with  any  original  mint  red  often 
enter  Jovian  orbit  pricing  to  be  obtained.  Expect  this  example  to 
cause  quite  a flurry  when  it  crosses  the  auction  block.

This  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  19th-century 
medals,  information  concerning  which  is  given  below. 

Niles'  National  Register,  May  18, 1839,  included  this:  "Watch  dials.  Accord- 
ing to  the  New  York  Transcript,  there  is  in  that  city  one  of  the  most  extensive 
watch  dial  manufactories  in  the  world.  The  style  and  quality  of  the  work  are 
described  as  infinitely  superior  to  those  of  any  foreign  manufacture — not 
excepting  even  the  French,  Swiss,  or  English.  The  business  done  by  this  con- 
cern is  immense — the  annual  consumption  of  gold  and  silver,  for  material, 
amounting  to  three  or  four  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Mr.  William  Mullen, 
formerly  of  Philadelphia,  has  also  a very  extensive  establishment  in  New  York." 
Regarding  the  offered  medal,  it  was  issued  by  Mullen,  a manufacturer  of  gold 
watch  dials,  who  stated  on  the  token  that  he  established  his  business  in  1828. 
The  reverse  shows  an  allegorical  scene  of  a gold  refining  or  assay  procedure 
with  cherubs,  etc.;  one  cataloguer  stated  it  depicted  angels  running  a factory. 
Described  in  Russell  Rulau's  Standard  Catalog  of  United  States  Tokens  1700-1900, 
there  attributed  to  Louisa  Lander  (who  was  a student  of  Thomas  Crawford;  she 
is  said  to  have  made  this  token  in  1847,  at  age  21;  the  striking  is  said  to  have 
been  by  C.C.  Wright).  The  attribution  of  the  dies  to  "Lander"  is  from  Bushnell's 
1858  token  book,  which  dated  the  token  to  the  1830s.  Elsewhere,  Ponthon  has 
been  suggested  as  the  engraver.  The  Coin  Collector's  Journal,  August  1885,  pp. 
127-128,  stated:  "This  token  is  in  every  way  the  most  artistic  of  the  series,  and 
while  it  does  not  approach  some  of  the  finer  specimens  of  the  English  tokens 
of  1789-1798,  it  is  by  far  superior  to  very  many  of  that  series.  The  head  upon 
the  obverse  is  bold  and  finely  drawn;  the  legends  upon  the  reverse  are  in 
such  minute  letters  that  they  cannot  be  read  without  the  aid  of  a strong  glass, 
when  each  comes  out  in  a perfection  of  form  which  is  highly  creditable  to  the 
die-sinker,  to  say  the  least.  The  allegorical  scene  upon  the  reverse,  although 
somewhat  crowded,  is  also  of  fine  execution  and  no  mean  design..."

Henry  Cook,  who  would  become  one  of  America's  first  rare  coin  dl 
was  bom  in  Abington,  MA,  in  1821,  a seventh-generation  Mayflower  d 
dant.  He  moved  to  Boston  when  he  was  16  years  old  and  gained  emplot 
with  a company  in  the  export  trade.  At  the  age  of  21  he  was  sent  to- 
America  to  handle  the  firm's  interests  on  the  west  coast  there.  Later  he 
as  mate  aboard  a sailing  vessel  which  traded  along  that  coast  and  with  ii 
in  the  Pacific.  By  the  1840s  he  was  an  avid  coin  collector. 

In  the  1850s  he  relinquished  seafaring  for  the  security  of  an  on-Ia( 
cupation  in  Boston,  and  entered  the  boot  and  shoe  trade  at  74  Friend 
He  was  fond  of  looking  through  copper  half  cents  and  cents  in  circulate 
picking  out  scarce  dates  which  he  displayed  in  a counter  in  his  shoe  sj 
seems  that  he  was  active  in  the  rare  coin  business  by  the  mid  - 185th. 

Circa  1862  he  commissioned  a selection  of  patriotic  medals  to  be 
from  his  own  designs,  with  dies  by  George  H.  Lovett. 
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In  1866,  still  located  in  his  shoe  shop-with-coins  at  74  Friend  Street,  Cook 
advertised  as:  "Numismatist  and  antiquarian.  Rare  and  antique  coins,  medals, 
autographs,  books,  &c„  bought,  sold  and  exchanged.  Cabinets  arranged  and 
catalogued  for  public  sale  in  Boston  or  New  York.  Also,  purchases  made  at  all 
the  coin  and  book  sales  in  either  of  the  above  mentioned  cities,  on  commission." 

On  April  6 of  the  same  year  he  was  elected  treasurer  at  the  founding 
meeting  of  the  New  England  Numismatic  and  Archaeological  Society.  In 
1869  Cook  issued  a 12-page  listing.  Coin  and  Medal  Circular,  Containing  a Few 
Remarks  on  the  American  Series  of  Coins  and  Medals.  With  a Little  Brief  Advice  to 
the  Inexperienced  Collector .

Bright  silver  with  scarcely  a hint  of  gold  starting  to  form  in  the 
recesses  of  the  design.  A few  tiny  nicks  are  present  and  thin  lines 
from  a gentle  wiping  long  ago.  The  comers  are  intact  and  free  of 
bumps  that  so  often  mar  these  referendum  dollars.  This  one  is 
hand  stamped  #82  at  the  base  of  the  reverse.  Wilde's  survey  of 
the  Lesher  dollars  provides  valuable  information  as  to  how  many 
survived  of  these  various  issues  and  imprints.  This  was  the  first 
type  issued  and  a mere  100  were  struck  and  distributed.  Of  those 
Wilde's  survey  recorded  46  examples  of  this  type,  and  most  are  in 
lower  grades  than  seen  here.  A great  way  to  start  collecting  these 
popular  pieces  is  to  obtain  both  rarity  and  high  grade,  this  one 
certainly  has  both,  along  with  a great  pedigree. 

As  noted  in  the  Flannagan  Auction,  many  of  these  have  a tiny  awl  punch 
(round  dig)  placed  on  the  edge  below  the  date.  On  this  particular  one  there 
are  four  additional  punches  in  the  right  diagonal  edge  from  the  date,  three 
in  a close  vertical  line  (relative  to  the  edge)  and  another  placed  a tad  off  to 
the  right  and  between  the  lower  two  dots.  What  these  meant  has  been  lost 
for  now,  perhaps  they  were  to  record  the  redemption  of  the  piece  or  times 
it  was  seen  by  Lesher,  but  as  so  many  of  the  Lesher  dollars  have  these,  they 
obviously  had  some  importance.

The  following  is  from  "Private  Silver  Coins  Issued  in  the  United  States" 
by  Farran  Zerbe  published  in  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  (1917): 

"Mr.  Lesher  had  a quantity  [of  1901  Referendum  dollars]  made  for  stock 
and  does  not  remember  what  disposition  was  made  of  the  remainder.  Boyd 
Park,  a jeweler  of  Denver  at  the  time,  who  was  Lesher's  distributing  agent 
for  several  months,  is  said  to  have  had  an  interest  in  this  remainder  and  it  is 
supposed  that  they  were  reduced  to  bullion;  however,  this  is  not  certain  . . 
. Denver  people  remember  seeing  quantities,  hundreds  they  say,  heaped  in 
Park's  store  window.  It  is  my  impression  that  a quantity  does  or  did  exist  for 
some  time  after  they  were  either  withdrawn  from  public  sale,  or  a re-striking 
was  considered."  The  author  adds  that  he  made  a search  for  the  Lesher  dies: 
"All  the  other  dies  known  had  been  previously  examined  and  I knew  there 
could  be  no  restrikes  from  them  without  distinguishing  marks.  Lesher  said 
these  dies  . . . had  been  left  with  Frank  Hurd  who  was  to  strike  the  next  lot 
in  case  any  more  were  wanted.  Hurd,  however,  was  not  called  upon  to  strike 
any  more.  Lesher  was  lax  in  keeping  in  touch  with  Hurd,  whose  business  was 
later  sold  out  and  his  shop  equipment  dispersed.  Since  then  Lesher  had  been 
unable  to  trace  him.  A search  extending  over  about  two  weeks  was  rewarded 
by  finding  and  obtaining  the  obverse  die  and  planchet  punch  among  discarded 
metal  at  a novelty  works.  The  reverse  die  was  not  found. . ."

Dutch-born  Schulman  recalled  the  17th-century  Netherlands  silver  trade  coin,  the  Ducaton,  and  believed 
that  a unified  world  coinage,  along  with  the  widely  discussed  single  world  language,  would  assure  peace.  The  U.S.  Treasury 
objected  to  the  coin  project  and  to  the  gold  pieces  that  violated  existing  anti-gold  regulations.  The  two  dealers  then  abandoned 
this  imaginative  and  promising  project.

In  the  early  1940s  Abe  Kosoff,  who  operated  the  Numismatic  Gallery  in  New  York  City  with  Abner  Kreisberg  (later  relocat- 
ing to  Beverly  Hills,  California),  was  one  of  the  great  movers  and  shakers  on  the  coin  collecting  scene.  Following  World  War  II 
the  United  Nations  came  into  being  in  1945,  with  great  hopes.  It  was  Abe's  thought  and  that  of  his  associates  Abner  Kreisberg 
and  Hans  M.F.  Schulman  that  a universal  coin  could  be  created,  named  in  French  the  Essai  Ducaton,  or  "pattern  ducat,"  this 
being  a proposal  for  such  a coin.  Medalist  Karl  Gruppe  was  tapped  to  create  a silver-dollar  size  coin  with  a gallery  of  flags  on 
the  obverse  and,  on  the  reverse,  a depiction  of  the  "Four  Freedoms"  desired  by  humankind. 

Dies  were  produced,  and  the  Medallic  Art  Co.,  of  New  York  City,  struck  the  medals.  In  brass  and  silver,  1,000  examples 
were  made  of  each,  while  of  the  gold  either  313  were  struck,  or  were  hoped  to  have  been  struck.  In  August  1946  the  Numismatic 
Gallery  and  Sol  Kaplan  each  took  out  full-page  advertisements  in  The  Numismatist  offering  the  pieces  for  sale  for  sale.  Much 
hoopla  and  fanfare  arose,  until  the  director  of  the  Mint  took  notice,  and  stopped  the  idea  in  its  tracks.  The  United  States  had 
not  issued  any  gold  coins  since  1933,  and  now  in  1946  there  was  no  way  that  the  United  States  would  become  part  of  issuing 
any  other  gold  coins,  as  part  of  the  United  Nations  or  elsewhere.  In  fact,  it  was  intimated  that  even  the  making  of  these  "pat- 
tern coins"  might  be  illegal! 

Thus  ended  the  project.  Afterwards  these  became  very  popular  souvenirs  on  the  numismatic  market.  Likely,  the  major- 
ity of  gold  pieces  were  either  never  made  to  begin  with  and  fell  short  of  the  authorization,  or  were  melted,  for  these  quickly 
proved  to  be  rarities.  The  copper  and  silver  impressions,  made  in  larger  quantities,  were  recognized  as  scarce,  but  collectible. 

For  his  own  purposes,  Abe  Kosoff  made  up  several  sets  of  these  coins,  each  in  a plastic  holder.  Abner  Kreisberg  obtained 
two,  which  were  given  to  his  sons.  One  of  those  passed  to  a California  dealer,  then  to  Dave  Bowers.

lelp  your  chance  of  being  a successful  bidder.  Check  the  appropriate 
blace  on  your  bid  sheet.  


Don  t bid  more  than  you  want  to  pay!  Review  your  financial 
circumstances  carefully  before  bidding.  There  is  always 
the  possibility  that  you  may  be  awarded  all  of  the  lots  you 
bid  on.  If  you  are  awarded  lots,  you  are  legally  bound  to 
pay  for  them  immediately. 

Please  keep  current  price  levels  in  mind  when  bidding.  While 
high  and  low  prices  sometimes  occur,  most  items  sell  within 
market  ranges.  If  a popular  coin  sells  for  $500  on  the  retail 
market,  chances  are  not  good  that  a bid  of,  say,  less  than 
$400  will  win  it.  On  the  other  hand,  chances  are  excellent 
that  a bid  in  the  $500-$600  range  will  be  competitive. 
There  is  no  harm  in  bargain  hunting,  but  as  your  time  is 
valuable  (and  so  is  ours),  it  is  most  productive  if  you  keep 
current  values  in  mind  while  bidding.  The  higher  you  bid, 
the  greater  your  chances  are  for  success.  It  has  been  our 
experience  that  many  people  who  bid  strongly,  or  check 
the  options  to  increase  bids  by  an  optional  10%  to  30% 
actually  purchase  at  least  some  lots  below  their  maximum 
authorization  once  the  sale  takes  place. 

Ink  is  best  for  writing  bids.  Pencil  tends  to  blur.  If  bid 
changes  are  necessary,  do  not  write  over  figures.  Instead, 
cross  them  out  completely  and  re-enter  the  bids.  Put  your 
telephone  number  on  the  bid  sheet.  This  way  we  can  call 
you  if  there  is  a question  about  a bid.
